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Park Vandalism , 
Costs , Apathy 
All On Rise 

"We re in an era of anything goes,” says 
Park Commission Chairman Albert A. 
MacDonnell, referring to increased van¬ 
dalism this summer at Winchester’s parkB 
and playgrounds. 

“Today it's not exciting enough to play on 
a playground,” MacDonnell notes, pointing to 
a situation which has Winchester taxpayers 
paying for more personnel, recreational 
programs, equipment and maintenance of the 
town’s eight playgrounds and small parks, 
and other miscellaneous plots of land. 

Vandalism and trashing at Manchester 
Field are indicative of some of the work of 
destruction experts. According to Mac- 
donnell, vandalism in Winchester is similar to 
that experienced by other towns. “It keeps 
going up every year.” 

MacDonnell says, “Kids today have so 
much. When I was a boy I practically lived on 
the playground. We didn’t have anything else 
in those days. 

“We’ve taken the authority out of the 
hands of those who should have it. Today 
we're inclined to say he’s a nice kid. Let him 
go.” 

Who does the vandalizing? MacDonnell 
says he feels most of the damage is caused by 
Junior high aged kids but notes if beer cans 
are on the scene the work is probably that of 
older youths. 

Though vandalism causes the town to be 
less attractive and adds to facility and 
equipment replacement costs, cleaning costs 
remain the same. “It just takes two days 
instead of two hours” to clean a park, he 
notes. In other words, when parks are cleaned 
up they are dirtier because they are cleaned 
Ibbs frequently since dirty conditions “put 
cleaning crews behind schedule.” 

Besides tearing down and ripping up 
storage buildings and Little League dugout 
backboards, water fountains are prey for 
vandals. MacDonnell points out that the Park 
Department begins the season with the 
fountains installed and in good repair, but 
once they are vandalized, they stay that way 
till the next year. Otherwise, he says, it would 
be a fulltime Job maintaining them. 

“So many parents just turn their backs on 
anything their kids are doing,” MacDonnell 
says, adding that he has been a witness to 
parents lying for their children. 

Besides MacDonnell, the other Park 
Commissioners are C. ChandleryParkhurst, 
Bruce Hanes, Mrs. Alexander Aitken and 
William Ryerson.

Police, Fire Hopping During Storm 


Lightning Hits 
In Six Places 


Lightning struck town at least six times 
during Sunday’s crashing thunder and 
lightning storm, in one instance causing a 
two-alarm fire at a house on Walnut street, 
near Mystic Valley pkwy. and Main street. 

Police, fire and public works employees 
were kept busy responding to reports of 
flooding in all areas of town caused by the 
hour-long deluge accompanied by jagged 
rivers of lightning and resounding thunder. 

Water overflowed curbs, entering 
storefronts and cellars. Lightning struck a 
transformer in one area of town, blew out a 
television set and a refrigerator in another. 
Woburn and Arlington fire equipment helped 
the Winchester Fire Department answer the 
calls. 

The most serious result in Winchester of 
the storm which hit the Metropolitan Boston 
area around 4 p.m. was a fire at 77 Walnut st., 
home of Robert P. Allen. Lightning struck the# 
top of the house about 4 p.msetting off a fire 
in the third floor attic and second floor 
bedroom and hallway. 

A Fire Department report said there was 
considerable damage due to heat and water. 
There was no one home at the time of the 
blaze. Firefighters used aerial ladders to 
reach the third floor. 

Three firefighters received minor injuries. 
Justin O’Connor, a call man, was given 
oxygen on the scene for smoke inhalation. 
Firefighter Kenneth Duffy .was taken to 
Winchester Hospital for a tetanus shot after 
puncturing his hand. Firefighter John J. 
Regan received a minor cut and a burn.

Tax Rate Rise Of $1 
Lower Than Expected 


Winchester's 1973 tax rate of $62 — up $1 
over last year — was approved this week by 
the state and bills covering the next 12 months 
of the new 18-month fiscal year will be mailed 
out beginning next week. 

. Last year the tax rate went down 30 cents, 
the first drop in five years. 

The new rate, considerably lower than 
predicted by the Finance Committee, means 
if a house is assessed for $40,000 the tax In¬ 
crease on the house will be $40, If the house is 
assessed at full valuation, total tax bill will be 
$2,480. 

Following the annual town meeting in 
March, the Finance Committee was 
predicting a $3.47 tax increase. Reasons for 
the drop are an increase in state reim¬ 
bursements, increase in valuation of town 
property and Ihe rejection by n later town 
meeting of an appropriation to build a new 
swimming pool at Leonard Field. 

The Board of Assessors, at its meeting this 
week, congratulated town departments for 
keeping costs down this year. The assessors 
said holding the line on municipal outlays was 
a real factor in keeping the tax rate increase 
to $1. 

Total valuation of real estate property in 
Winchester this year rose from $194.8 million 
to $197,8 million, the major portion of that 
increase due to added valuation of property of 
the New England Telephone Co. 

The assessors said NE ’Telephone's 
assessment rose from $1.6 million to $2.3 
million, primarily from installation of new 
equipment and work done in the town. The 
Telephone assessment rates are set by the 
state. 

There was also an increase this year in the 
town’s reimbursement from the state, from 
$1.5 million to $2 million, all but $36,000due to 
a jump in state aid for contributing to the 
operation of the regional vocational school. 

Asa result of a court suit brought by some 
communities in the district, Winchester 
received an added bonus of $86,000, mostly for 
regional school reimbursement, representing 
40 cents on the tax rate. The total state con¬ 
tribution to Winchester for regional school 
reimbursement is $111,202. 

Winchester homeowners will be receiving 
two tax bills in the next 12 months, the first 
covering the traditional 12-month period. 


Next March, bills will be sent to cover the 
remainder of the 18-month fiscal year. 

Total taxes the town must raise to keep 
running in the next 12 months is $12.2 million. 
About $6,1 million must be raised for the 
remaining six months. Last year $11.9 million 
was raised through taxation. 

The school budgets generally represent 
about 52 percent of the total town budget, As 
of Tuesday noon, Town Comptroller James J. 
Costello had not computed this year’s school 
figures. 

The town meeting took $550,000 from the 
stabilization fund to apply toward operation 
of the town in order to keep the tax rate in¬ 
crease down/Last year the town meeting took 
$500,000 from the fund and applied it to the tax 
rate. 

The assessors at their meeting Monday 
lauded the town meeting for its fiscal 
responsibility in voting down new ex¬ 
penditures and using the stabilization fund to 
keep the tax rise down. 

Chairman Windsor S. Carpenter said: “A 
real effort was made to keep the rate down ... 
A lot of people in Town Hall are really holding 
the line. We have really cut It down." He 
praised his fellow assessors George Louis 
Andersen and Sumner Maxwell Beal Jr. for 
“giving much” in working on this year’s rate. 

Carpenter also praised Comptroller 
Costello for helping the board in computation 
of figures. 


Bills Late 


Because of high temperatures at Town 
Hall, tax bills to Winchester residents will be 
late this year. 

Due to an emergency situation caused by 
the breakdown of the air conditioning unit in 
the computer area of Town Hall, the Board of 
Selectmen unanimously approved the pur¬ 
chase of a 60,000 btu five-ton air conditioning 
unit to replace the existing inoperable 4B,000 
btu unit which was costing too much for 
repairs and finally broke down. The old unit 
was not powerful enough to handle the in¬ 
creased load on electricity, It was also pointed 
out. 

On the recommendation of Chairman 


Arthur Dunbar, Architect Arthur Rand, and 
executive secretary Edward Donnelly, the 
selectmen waived the usual bidding 
procedure in an effort to get the new unit 
installed this week. 

Donnelly outlined in detail problems with 
the present non-working unit saying that 
repairmen were unable to completely repair 
the unit, which already has cost $500 during 
the past two weeks. The repairman finally 
said “Noththing more can be done. The unit 
has to be replaced.” 

Donnelly said last year the town spent 
$1,000 and had to replace many parts. He also 
referred to an estimate of $1,950 received last 
May for a new unit when replacement of the 
old unit had been considered and rejected. 

The new unit will cost $2,800. This price 
includes an inflationary rise, increased 
wiring needed for the additional power, cost 
of a cement slab to be constructed on the 
outside front of the town hall, custodial ser¬ 
vices of $200 related to the changeover, and 
$90 for a one-year service and parts warranty. 

A motion was made to the selectmen that 
they (1) declare an emergency situation to 
spend up to $2,800, which is in excess of the 
Town Hall budget appropriation; and at least 
$500 for maintenance of the old unit during the 
past two weeks, (2) to waive usual bidding 
procedures and go forward without going out 
for bid, and to request a transfer of funds 
from the finance committee. The chairman of 
the finance committee is aware of the 
problem, it was noted. 

Selectman Smith was “hesitant to 
abandon the usual bidding procedure.” He 
asked about leasing the equipment and 
receiving a credit for rental after bids were 
out and purchase was ultimately made. The 
other selectmen seemed to think this was not 
probable feeling that no company would want 
to install equipment that might have to be 
removed later and then be a loss to them. 

The selectmen finally approved the 
declaration of the emergency situation and 
the proposal. 

If all goes as planned, the equipment will 
be installed this week and the computer will 
be back in business to prepare tax bills and 
other sundry matters.

Theodore C. Browne, Retired 
Patent Executive Dies At 81 


Theodore C. Browne, 81, of 
Chocorua, N.H.. formerly of 
Winchester, died July 30 in 
Winchester following an ex- 
ended illness. From 1934 until 
his retirement in 1957, he was 
executive head of the patent 
department of Dewey and 
Almy Chemical Co. of Cam¬ 
bridge 

Mr. Browne was born in 
1892 in Salem, the son of 
Edward Cox Browne and 
Charlotte Crowninshield 
Browne He attended the Noble 
and Greenough School and was 
graduated from Harvard 
College, class of 1915. 

As an undergraduate, in¬ 
spired by the teaching of Prof. 
George P. Baker and the ac¬ 
tivities of his "47 Workshop," 
Mr. Browne became interested 
in the technical aspects of 
theatrical production and for 
two years following graduation 
worked on lighting and 
theatrical production in New 
York City under Arthur 
Hopkins. During this period, he 
became stage manager for 
ballerina Anna Pavlova 

In 1917 he was com¬ 
missioned a 2nd Lt. in the 
Ordnaance Corps, of the U.S. 
Army and served at Rock 
Island, Ill., and Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds, Md. 

In 1920 he became one of 



three founders of Brush 
Laboratories of Cleveland, 
Ohio. In following years he 
served as district manager for 
Acme Apparatus Co., 
Cleveland, and later on the 
technical staff of the Sparks 
Withington Radio Company of 
Jackson, Mich. 

In the early 1930’s while 
residing in Hinsdale, Ill,, he 
studied patent law and became 
a licensed patent attorney. 
Concurrently with his studies, 
he invented a new type of 
printing plate for high speed, 
high volume offset printing, 
This development attracted the 
sponsorship of Sears, Roebuck 
and Company and the J. B. 
Donnelly Company of Chicago. 

In 1934 Mr. Browne joined 
the management of Dewey and 
Almy Chemical Company of 
Cambridge to establish and 
direct its patent department 
and he served as head of that 
department until his 
retirement in 1957. In 1962 he 
became a year round resident 
of Chocorua, N.H., having been 
a summer resident of that 
community for many years. 

In his retirement and up to 
the time of -his death, Mr. 
Browne served as consultant in 
the field of patents to the W. R. 
Grace Company of New York 
City. He also provided similar 
service to the Deering Milliken 
Company of Spartanberg, S.C., 
and to several other com¬ 
panies. 

During retirement, he 
served the northern New 
Hampshire community as a 
licensed professional engineer 
and patent attorney, and 
helped a number of local in¬ 
ventors obtain patents, in¬ 
cluding one for a new type of 
combustion engine. 

He derived special en¬ 
joyment from personally 
reactivating two of Tam-

worth’s ancient steeple clocks. 
He also concerned himself with 
environmental problems, 
especially those of solid waste 
disposal in rural communities. 

For several years, ending 
with his death, he served as a 
commissioner of resource 
conservation development, an 
agency responsible for coor¬ 
dinating the control of air and 
water pollution and solid waste 
disposal in northern New 
Hampshire, This spring, in 
appreciation o\ this work he 
was awarded the gold and 
silver seals of the State of New 
Hampshire Garden Clubs. 

He was a member of the 
American Chemical Society, 
The Harvard Engineering 
Society, the U.S. Army Ord¬ 
nance Association and the 
Harvard Clubs of Boston and 
New York. 

His social service activities 
included a number of years as 
president of Cambridge Neigh¬ 
borhood House, a settleme 
house. He also served on the 
boards of the American 
Unitarian Association 
Laymen's League, the 
Unitarian Christian 
Fellowship, the Winchester 
Unitarian Church and the 
Tamworth N.H. Ass’n of 
Churches. 

He is survived by his wife, 
the former Alice Towne 
Billings; two sisters, Mrs. 
Carey J. Chamberlin of 
Belmont and Mrs. Robert F. 
Bradford of Cambridge; a son, 
Edward C. Browne of Concord; 
two daughters, MrB. W. K. Ver 
Planck of Winchester, and 
Mrs. Sarah E. Greenough of 
Beverly, and 12 grandchildren. 

Services were held at the 
Winchester Unitarian Church 
at to a.m. today. Memorial 
services will be held at a later 
date in Tamworth, N.H. Burial 
was in Harmony Grove 
Cemetery, Salem.

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School Committee Gives Up Lincoln School 9 Awards Bids 


Th« Winchester School Committee voted to 
notify the Board of Selectmen it 
has no further need of the old Lincoln School 
on Westley st. as of September 1973 and to 
request that selectmen insert an article In the 
warrant to the next regular or special town 
meeting to provide for further maintenance 
and use of the building. 

Mrs. Harriet Dieterich, chairman, told 
members about a recent conversation she had 
with Edward Donnelly, executive secretary 
of the Board of Selectmen. According to 
Donnelly, the law states that town boards vote 
they “no longer need’’ a building or property. 
Then it is up to town meetiilg to bring about 
any change. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald told 
the School Committee, “We are more ready to 
go into the new Lincoln School than to go back 
to the old Lincoln,” referring to renovations 
and installation of new furnishings at the new 
Lincoln. After one day's work the old Lincoln 
School will be completely vacated. 

On this assurance and a motion by com¬ 
mitteeman Stephen Parkhurst, the com¬ 
mittee, composed of Parkhusrt, Mrs. 


Dieterich, Mary Mears, vice chairman; and 
Richard Lawrence agreed to release the 
school for town meeting decision. Richard 
Pharo and Robert Pritchard were absent. 

In other action by the School Committee, 
change was the key factor. The committee 
voted to accept the low bid of a new food 
service company to supply school lunches; to 
increase the stipend for elementary lunch 
supervisors; to accept the low bid of Mass. 
Bus Company for school busing; and agreed 
to allow the Council of Aging to set up an 
office in the new Lincoln School. 

The Lincoln School, opened in 1924, is 
situated on a lot of 3.41 acres. It has 13 
classrooms and an auditorium which seats 
300. 

Ten rooms are 580 square feet; another is 
040 square feet; and a third is 833 square feet. 

In addition there is an all-purpose room 
which is 2.000 sq. ft. exclusive of stage and 
entrances leading therein.

Boodakian’s Rug Business 
Begun By Father In ’38 


Leo, Harry ana Mike Boodakian are 
carrying on an oriental rug and broadloom 
carpet business in Winchester begun by their 
father, Koko Boodakian in 1938. 

Koko Boodakian brought the skill or rug 
weaving from Aleppo, Syria, the home of his 
birth. After serving In the armed forces for 
the United States in World War 1 he settled in 
Boston. He came to Winchester with his 
family in 1925, opened his business at 14 
Lochwan st. adjoining the home, and his sons 
helped him after school. 

Today the sons are continuing the business 
in the tradition of their father and using his 
basic philosophy “to treat everybody the 
same regardless of their financial status." 

As the business grew, and outlived a fire, a 
showroom was opened at 1026 Main st. Today 
the showroom features oriental imported 
carpeting from Iran, Afghanistan, West 
Pakistan, India and China, a long line of 
domestic broadlooms, and an international 
collection of rugs and artifacts begun by the 
elder Boodakian. The later articles are not for 
sale. 

Leo and Mike manage the salesroom 
Harry manages the warehouse on Lochwan 
st. where they also sell limited stocks and 
discontinued lines of carpeting. 

Also, the warehouse is where rugs are 
cleaned and repaired. Harry proudly points to 
Bodakian’s five-day service. “Our rug 
cleaning equipment, which cost $45,000, is 
second to none other In the country." he says, 
noting it was made to their specifications by 
Carl Palage of Woburn. It is not an air unit, he 
says. It is a 2 million b.t.u. drying system and 
can handle from 1 to 160 rugs at a time and 
afiy size up to 26 ft. long. It takes 2* a hours to 
dry a broadloom rug; six hours for an 
oriental. 

The system Is so different that it brings 
visitors from other parts of the nation to view 
it. Also, they have had cleaning jobs from 
customers in St. Louis and Chicago. 

Harry points to Boodakian’s repairing 
service as another feature of the company. 
“If one-quarter of any kind of rug is missing 
we can replace it.” They have restored many 
antique rugs for the Fogg Museum,

year. 

Considering the average lunches per day 
in Winchester’s schools last year was 225, 
with a high of 1.118 and a low of 155, and Astro 
Mat’s bid was lowest up to the 1,000 mark, 
Supt. MacDonald recommended that Astro 
Mat be accepted by the School Committee. If 
more than 1,000 lunches were being pur¬ 
chased, Servomation would have been lowest. 

MacDonald was joined by Gertrude Frey, 
school lunch supervisor, who offered the 
School Committee five sample lunches from 
each company to give them an idea of quality. 
All lunches, placed in small throwawy trays, 
contained a sandwich using a Hamburg or 
hotdog roll or bread slices and a vegetable or 
salad. For dessert Servomation offered 
potato chips or cookie. Astro Mat offered a 
fruit such as an apple or orange. 

Ms. Frey told the Committee “there is no 
way to check" on the company’s reliability as 
to distribution and delivery since they are 
new. About all she could add is “try them and 
see what happens. If there is a problem we'll 
just have to come back to the School Com¬ 


mittee,” she said. 

The committee accepted MacDonald's 
recommendation. 

Lunch Supervisors 

Henry Perry, assistant superintendent for 
personnel, asked the School Committee to 
increase the stipend for elementary school 
lunch supervisors to $4 per day in an effort to 
get and keep people who will do a satisfactory 
job in supervising children during lunch and 
during free time that follows. 

He mentioned the pay for this job used to 
be $4 but was reduced for economy reasons, 
but "1 don’t think we can live with the lower 
rate," he said. Perry felt present problems 
could be corrected by increasing the stipend 
and keeping the number of personnel at 41. 
There are 32 supervisors and nine senior 
supervisors, 

MacDonald went along with Perry’s 
suggestion, saying, "We need to offer every 
assistance possible. At present we’re working 
“on a shoestring and all we can do to be 
supportive of the problems of principals is 
important." 

Following a motion by Mrs. Mears to 
accept Perry’s request, the committee 


unanimously agreed. 

Perry told The Star he is eager lo receive 
applications from anyone who likes, un¬ 
derstands and feels he or she can supervise 
pupils while they are eating and during free 
time later, All those to be considered, in¬ 
cluding former lunch supervisors, must 
reapply each year. 

Bub Contract 

Next year Winchester students who are 
bussed to school will ride on vehicles of the 
Mass. Bus Company. On the recommendation 
of MacDonald, School Committee members 
accepted Mass. Bus Company of Westford as 
low bidder over a three-year period. 

MacDonald told the committee that he did 
a lot of research in preparing his recom¬ 
mendation. On a per diem basis, Hudson Bus 
Company, awarded the contract in the past, 
would charge $59.80 for the first year and the 
same for each year afterwards. On the other 
hand, Mass. Bus Company would charge 
$53.90 for the first year on a per diem basis 
and $49.84 for subsequent two years. 

Richard Copeland, who identified himself 
as taking care of finances for the firm, and A1 
Blodgett, in charge of maintenance and 
driver training, were present at the School 
Committee meeting as Mass. Bus Company 
representatives, 

Copeland, who did all the talking for 


Duncan MacDougall of Ward of New England 
and Edward J. Sullivan of the Sullivan Bus 
Company, all connected with Mass. Bus 
Company, responded to questions of 
Parkhurst who asked about the storage of the 
buses. Copeland said they were working on 
getting a place in Winchester so that the town 
could take advantage of excise taxes. 

Concerning routes, he said they would 
likely begin with the routes already 
established and if It was determined there is 
overlapping they would make adjustments. 
He added In an effort to meet the desires of 
the town, they could pick up students at 
specific spots taking safety into consideration 
or stop at individual student’s houses. 

He assured the committee that light 
maintenance of buses, which are all new, 
would be handled locally and heavy repairs 
would be made by Sullivan Bus Co. It was 
pointed out that MacDougall is a dealer and 
therefore there is assurance of warranty on 
the 11 buses to be used. “We are the largest 
distributor of school buses in four states," 
Copeland said, adding there would be no 
worry about backup buses. 

Parkhurst asked Copeland if seeking out 
busing contracts is “Part of a planned cor-

Harry Boodakian speaks of abuse to carpets 
as his pet peeve. He finds some people who 
inherit oriental rugs don’l know the true value 
of what they have. These are the greatest 
abusers, he says. He claims the life of a good 
quality oriental carpet that has received good 
care is three generations. 

Koko Boodakian & Sons has about 300 un¬ 
claimed rugs in its storage area. One rug has 
ibeen there for six years. Harry says they plan 
to hold a public auction soon but first they will 
notify all the owners to give them an op¬ 
portunity to claim their merchandise. 

Harry notes the business used to be 100 
percent oriental rugs. Now it is 60 percent 
broadloom; 40 percent oriental. He points to 
Navajo rug designs as being popular with 
young people today. 

The Koko Boodakian firm holds mem¬ 
bership in the New England Institute of 
Cleaning, the Oriental Rug Dealers 
Association of Massachusetts, the Oriental 
Rug Retailers of America, and the New 
England Floor Covering Association of 
Massachusetts, and the Winchester Business 
Association. 

According to Mike Boodakian, charter 
member and president of the Oriental Rug 
Dealers Association of Massachusetts, this 
group of 14 dealers in a radius of 15 miles was 
formed to educate the public on authentic 
oriental rugs. “There are so many fly-by- 
night clever shills with foreign accents" who 
go around cheating people, Mike says. “In 90 
percent of these auction sales people are 
paying too much,” he notes, adding the 
organization is not out to put these people out 
of business but to get them to “call a spade a 
spade.” 

Mike is also a member of the Winchester 
Planning Board, past president of the Lions 
Club, member of the Rotary Club and a 
charter member and master counselor of the 
Winchester DeMolay. 

Harry is a member of the Elks Club and 
chairman of Boy Scout Troop 507. 

Leo, who was in the hospital at the time of 
The Star visit to the showroom and 
warehouse, is a member and past president of 
the Rotary Club. All three are Masons.

Multi-Use For The Center 


The Winchester Business Association, an organization comprising most 
of the town’s leading businesses, Is proposing that the Planning Board 
recommend to town meeting multi-use zoning for Winchester Center, 

The idea, which will undoubtedly be difficult to implement, Is worthy of 
consideration by the Planning Board, which up until now has expressed 
preference for its own single-use zoning in the center. 

Imagination will be needed to see the merits of the WBA plan. The center 
is now almost exclusively commercial. The few apartments in town are 
located in scattered areas. Combining apartments with stores is a relatively 
new concept that is working on larger scales but is mostly untried on a 
smaller scale such as would be in Winchester. 

The Planning Board argues that apartments will require so much 
parking area for residents and guests that street frontage intended for 
stores would have to be used for parking areas. But there is no reason 
underground parking, or adjacent above-ground parking garagfes could not 
accompany any eighty-foot maximum apartment units planned for the 
center. 

It is only a little more than two months before the Planning Board 
presents its recommendation on center rezoning before a special town 
meeting. Indications are the board Is still hard at work preparing where 
apartments should be located. WBA and Planning Board agree more than 
they disagree on what should be done for Winchester's deteriorating center 
business district. 

Both of these groups are deeply concerned about upgrading the center. 
They should try to get together to resolve this major difference of center use 
before the special town meeting. A united front will be more persuasive than 
two strong divergent proposals. 

The town has long wrestled with the issue of apartments and must soon 
come to grips with where to put them. Winchester cannot hold out much 
longer in refusing to allow any apartment construction in the town. The 
state under its anti-snob zoning will sooner or later decide for Winchester. 

The center would be an ideal place to put apartments, if we must have 
them. They would be in the commercial area and thus would negate any 
need for their residents to use automobiles to shop. They would be close to 
public transportation. And recreation facilities are nearby. 

There would be little esthetic harm done to residential Winchester since 
the center is already a commercial area of multi-rise buildings. Apartments 
would give a needed boost to the stores which contribute much in taxes and 
have in the last few years been threatened from suburban shopping plazas. 

The WBA asks that the Planning Board incorporate a multi-use district 
in its comprehensive zoning plan for the town and says then let a developer 
come in with a plan. Merely providing for a multi-use zone doesn’t 
automatically mean approval of any one plan. The town meeting would 
have the final say whether It finds a specific plan compatible with the town 
or not.

Swimming pools. We’ve had a number of 
inquiries about these things. What are the 
regulations regarding distance of pool from 
adjacent house? Is fencing required around 
pools? As for lot line or setback requirements, 
pools are considered the same as residence 
buildings except that “distance to side and 
rear lot lines and distances from other 
buildings may be one-half of those specified” 
for residences. 

“A fence or other protective enclose at 
least five feet in height must be installed 
around all pools. The wall of a building may 
serve this purpose ...” The Building Depart¬ 
ment at Town Hall has the complete amend¬ 
ment on the subject. 

Building Commissioner Butler MacDonald 
said that pools constructed before the 
amendment went into effect in 1965 (“not 
more than a dozen") are exempt from its 
provisions under the expo facto precedent. He 
thinks, however, that the owners of the few 
pools in Winchester without fences would be 
smart to fence them since children are at¬ 
tracted to pools "as naturally as a duck to 
water.” 

Also exempt are pools less than 200 square 
feet in area. Butler thinks the amendment 
should have been widened to include all pools. 

Butler also said banks are reluctant to give 
mortgages to buyers of homes with pools 
because of their safety hazards.

4. It must have action. In hot weather 
people cannot be persuaded to sit in a hot 
auditorium to follow a slow moving plot. 

5. The set should be one with changes 
within one selling. This play had no chunges. 

f>. Costuming must be interesting, changed 
frequently and well chosen. 

7. Make up must be good. 

8 . Lighting should be appropriate and 
limed. 

9 . The crown jewel is the director. He must 
l>e good lor on his bead lies the blame if the 
show doesn’t come off 

10. There are numerous other backstage 
jobs which are as important to the production 
as those named and people here must function 
smoothly and well 

Most of the above criteria was missing in 
this play. It was indeed a poor script but the 
director did a good job with what was there.

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B&M Trains Keep Running 
One More Month—And Then? 


The advisory board of the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority has voted 
funds to continue Boston & Maine commuter 
train service until the end of August. 

This action came last Thursday at a 
meeting at the Parker House in Boston, ac¬ 
cording to Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., the 
town’s MBTA representative. 

Under an “express service formula,” 
Winchester will be assessed by the state 
14,500 for the August service. The trains will 
cease operating at the end of August unless 
the MBTA advisory board votes to extend the 
service through September or the legislature 
approves permanent funding. 

The advisory board voted a sup¬ 
plementary budget of $674,670 for commuter 
railroads~$480,000 of it for B&M and $194,667 
for the Penn Centra. The money will allow the 
two railroads to continue all existing service. 

But the board rejected an additional 
requested $77,000 from B&M for capital 
improvements. “We don't know what’s going 
to happen so we don't want to.be tied into a 
rehabilitation program until we have a 
definitive course,” Saltmarsh said. 

CoBt of operating the trains in August will 
be directly assessed to the 79 MBTA towns, 
each community's assessment established by 
a complicated "weighted vote” formula. 

Saltmarsh said that Boston, which has few 
if any rail commuters, will be paying $282,972 
to keep the suburban trains running an extra 
month. Somerville, which has no railroad 
stops, will pay $19,675; Medford, $15,000; and 
Woburn, $6,400. 

Saltmarsh said the feeling of the advisory 
board is against any additional monthly 
subsidies. 

More persons in Winchester use these 
trains than in other communities but Win¬ 
chester will be paying less, Saltmarsh pointed 
out. 

Saltmarsh said the board vote to keep the 
trains running was unanimous but for one 
vote. A bill awaiting action in the House 
would have the state pay 100 precent of rail 
subsidies. 

Saltmarsh said the board will attempt to 
get the legislature to make any rail subsidy 
legislation it passes retroactive to July 31. 
The money to operate the trains in August is 


slated to be deducted from each of the 79 
communities’ yearly state reimbursement. 

The B&M has been subsidized by the 
MBTA since 1965 and is legally authored by 
the court to drop its remaining commuter 
lines in the northeast section of Greater 
Boston subsidized by the MBTA. 

Cost of the subsidy per passenger is an 
estimated $1.06 in 1973, Saltmarsh said. 

One factor in the board’s decision to keep 
the B&M going is the $1.5 million employee 
severance pay the MBTA would have to give 
out if train service ended, according to the 
Winchester MBTA representative. 

He said that if bus service were substituted 
the estimated cost in the year ending July, 
1973, would have been $6.8 million. The total 
B&M subsidy for the same period waB $5.5 
million. 

Factors contributing to the more ex¬ 
pensive bus operation would be debt service 
due to purchase of new equipment, employee 
severance pay of the B&M lines and the 
general cheaper cost of running railroads, 

The B&M went into bankruptcy in March 
of 1970.

Six Weeks Adventure Kids 
Share In Summer School 


By Beverly Jones 

The inner city children of the Six Weeks 
Adventure program are attending the Lesley 
College-run summer school for children at the 
Vinson-Owen school. 

They ore learning and playing with kids 
from Winchester in all sorts of activities from 
the classroom to the surrounding woods to the 
playground. 

The summer school session, six weeks for 
the children and eight for the teachers; is a 
laboratory where student teachers fulfill 
requirements for practice teaching, methods 
and materials. 

The student teachers are quick to say that 
the city children add a dimension to the 
program that is a good preparation for them, 
whether they teach in the city or the suburbs. 
The interns are learning to be sensitive to the 
needs of all kinds of children—whether it is 
the boy who got up too late to eat breakfast 
and catch the 7:15 bus in Roxbury and 
therefore needs to go quietly to the office for a 
bowl of cereal, or the embarrassment of the 
shy child who has a different pace and lilt to 
her speech and finds that others don’t un¬ 
derstand her readily. 

The summer school is an enrichment 
program. What does enrichment mean in 
this context? It may mean taking advantage 
of the fact that there are fields and woods 
around the school and In the summer there 


are especially wonderful things to find out¬ 
doors. 

It may still be called science, but in a 
context of an outing many exciting 
discoveries can be made. It means having 
time to play math games and experiment 
with theories of probability, and to measure 
most anything with most anything. For 
example, measure the desk in terms of paper 
clips. 

Having the city children present has 
helped the interns determine If the 
curriculum meets the needs of all the 
children, so that everyone is motivated to be 
curious and learn. According to Joe Gatuso, 
principal at Vinson-Owen, "Motivation is the 
name of the game in teaching." 

Many of the Six Weeks Adventure children 
are finding the variety and availability of 
books to be a real pleasure. They are 
delighted to be able to take a book home from 
school to read and to have the responsibility 
of returning it on time. 

Many Boston schools ore acquiring library 
systems—but they have not yet reached all 
city schools. The black children have made a 
contribution in the study of city life and in the 
field of play-acting and dancing. On the 
playground it is evident that city kids have 
lots of practice in swinging a baseball bat and 
they are really fast runners. 

Double-Dutch lump-rope is another 
favorite of the urban playground as well as 
hand-clapping routines similar to, but more 
complicated than, "Pease Porridge Hot."

at the present lime to inhibit the more needed 
establishment of a new zoning statute.” 

Discussion revealed that K&B is in effect 
asking that their development proposal be 
treated in the same manner that housing for 
the elderly building on Palmer st. was ap¬ 
proved. “Basically you are asking for a map 
change," said Smith. K&B representatives 
agreed. 

Selectmen William Chapman said “you 
may be encumbering unto yourselves," 
adding that he would like to know more about 
the mechanics of the project, In particular 
entrance and egress and traffic safety. 

Mrs. Gary responded saying they planned 
to use the existing roadway, which would 
handle dual traffic with entrance on the wide 
entrance of Cambridge st. She pointed to an 
existing cart path, which “is totally im¬ 
practical for continual use, but can be con¬ 
structed for a fire emergency lane." She 
noted that Norman Abend of Advance 
Planning Associates of Wayland is their 
traffic consultant. 

Selectman Sullivan asked if K&B 
representatives read the new proposed zoning 
law. They agreed they had and what they 
were proposing fits into the proposed planned 
residential district of the omnibus zoning law. 

Smith brought up the time schedule which 
would necessarily have to include a public 
hearing and triple publication. This would 
hold the matter off until late September, he 
noted. 

Sullivan pointed to the petition containing 
citizens’ signatures and said, “The law says 
that a town meeting must be called in 45 days 
if enough signatures are valid.” 

Discussion disclosed the middle of October 
would bring them “right in the middle of the 
Planning Board hearing.” 

Teirney said “We are extremely- sen¬ 
sitive" to the situation. They (K&B) have 
been before the planning board and according 
to Tierney, when obtaining petition 
signatures they clearly pointed out to signers 
K&B was not seeking acceptance of its 
proposal but asking for the opportunity to 
have a hearing before the town meeting. 

He added the latest decision was brought 
about from “hard economics." He said we are 
In no way inflexible or rigid and yet no way 
philanthropic.” At this point the assembly 
laughed. 

Selectmen aBked if K&B had other 
Massachusetts developments to its credit. 
They said they built 206 homes in Dartmouth 
in the $30,000-$35,000 range and a 521 unit 
condominium development in Stoughton 
containing $30,000 range units. Also In the 
past six years they have built 50,000 homes in 
the USA, Canada and Europe.

$1,000 Fine , Six 
Months; Appeals 

A 32-year*old Winchester man was found 
guilty Tuesday In Woburn District Court on 
gaming charges and given a six-months' 
suspended sentence and a $1,000 fine.

Sgt. Noone said he and Winchester police 
officers found a china bowl containing slips of 
paper, old football cards, a notebook with 
sporting notations, a folder containing slips 
from January. 1973. to June, 1973, on sports 
games. 

He also said he found a calendar with the 
daily number penciled in under the dates and 
$40 in currency in an envelope containing 
slips with dog and horse plays. 

He said the defendant at the time told him 
he only took number plays from steady 
customers, an average of $ 60 a week, and only 
occasional sports play bets. 

MacDonald, defending himself, a9ked Sgt. 
Noone if he had telephoned him on the day he 
.searched the house. Noone said he hadn't but 
under questioning said he had telephoned the 
previous week. MacDonald also said the 
police were at the house from 60 to 90 minutes 
and the telephone rang only once-a call 
unconnected with gaming-and no one came 
to house during that time. 

.Judge Gonnella urged MacDonald to 
refute the police testimony If he could. 
MacDonald said he has $36,000 in gambling 
debts and all the evidence presented by the 
police to the court was used by him for his 
own gambling records. 

MacDonald insisted Noone had telephone 
his house that day to determine his arrival 
and his wife told the officer here husband 
would be home In 16 minutes. 

He said when the police arrived he was 
preparing taxi reports. He said the Win¬ 
chester police had been watching his home 
and business for one month, from 6 a.m. to 10 
p.m. and ‘‘found nothing.” 

"Someone is trying to get me out of the 
taxi business in Winchester," MacDonald 
said. 

That "someone,” he said, went over the 
heads of the local police to the state police 
when no evidence could be uncovered. 

MacDonald, with no previous record, was 
freed In his own custody. The fine was im¬ 
posed on a charge of setting up and promoting 
a lottery and the suspended sentence for using 
apparatus (a telephone) for taking bets.

Noonan 9 Muraco Pupil Reading Skills Lowest 


Pupils in Winchester's Noonan and 
Muraco schools scored far below what was 
expected of them in state-administered 
reading tests, according to a recently 
released comparative study of 1,400 
elementary schools in Massachusetts. 

Wyman School pupils were the only public 
school pupils in Winchester apparently 
scoring significantly higher than what was 
expected of them. 

In response to the release of the test 
scores, Supt. of Schools William C. Mac¬ 
donald said, ‘‘A single test should never be the 
criteria of anything. There are too many 
factors involved." 

The tests, administered in 1971, were 
designed to measure a child's reading 
achievement in terms of intelligence. The 


state used McGraw Hill as consultants in the 
use of the test, the California Test of Basic 
Skills and the Short Form Test of Academic 
Aptitude. 

MacDonald, who points out he was not in 
Winchester at the time or the testing, says “I 
don’t know the rationale for the testing, nor do 
I know why the fourth grade was used.” He 
recalls that soon after his arrival iti Win¬ 
chester the School Committee reported

Chief Comments 

Crime Declines Nationally, Locally 


Yesterday the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation issued its second annual 
publication "Crime in the United States" 
which shows that nationally and locally 
serious crime in the country has declined in 
1972, the first decrease in crime in 17 years. 

The 1972 downturn in crime followed a 
seven percent increase in 1971 nationally, 
which was the smallest rate of increase In six 
years. According to Winchester Police Chief 
Edward F. BoWler, 1971 was a peak year in 
Winchester too. In 1971 there were 665 crimes 
whereas in 1072 the number decreased to 466. 

Serious crime is divided into two 
categories-violent and property crimes. 
Violent crimes are murder, forcible rape, 
robbery and aggravated assault. Property 
crimes include burglary, larceny $50 and over 
in value and auto theft. 

Nationally, in 1972 violent crimes in¬ 
creased two percent while property crimes 
decreased two percent. Forcible rape was up 
11 percent, aggravated assault seven percent 
and murder rose five percent. Auto theft 
decreased six percent, robbery dropped three 
percent, larceny was down two percent and 
burglary declined one percent, 

Thje FBI report, through use of charts and 
graphs, shows that in 1972 there were more 
crimes in July against person and property 
than any other month with the exception of 
August which had the highest for forcible 
rape. Auto thefts appeared to be stable 
through out the year. 

Considering the number of crimes so far 
this year, Bowler anticipates the crime Index 
for Winchester for 1973 will rise. He explains 
part of this increase is due to the FBI 
requirement that larcenies of $50 or more 
should be included. Inflation necessarily 
moves such things as stolen bikes into 
today’s listing, whereas in years past more 
bikes may hve been stolen but not reported. 

Four Rapes 

Though Winchester had no murders or 
manslaughter cases during the past two 
years, last year there were four rapes. Most 
of these were statutory rape, meaning the 
Victim was a minor. 

Bowler says in 1971 there were 10 rob¬ 
beries with nine in 1972. In 1971 Winchester 
had 16 cases of aggravated assault with a 
decrease in 1972 totaling 13. For the first six 
months of 1973 there have been 10. 

Burglaries, or breaking and entries, which 
the chief explains includes attempts, have 
varied since i960 with a 1971 being a peak 
year. He reports tlWe were 175 burglaries In 
1969; 180 in 1970; 250 in 1971: 177 in 72; and for 
lilt* first six months of this year 108.16 of these 
being attempts. 


Bowler, who has been Winchester's chief 
of police for the past Z x k year? and on the 
force since 1938, says some police depart¬ 
ments are said to color their records to make 
"things look good” but "we go by the ground 
rules. Good or bad, our records are ac¬ 
curate," he notes. 

Winchester’s crime rate showed a decline 
in 1972, Bowler believes much of this is due to 
the police burglary project which has made 
the public more aware and careful. He notes 


No More Dances 
Due To Fights 

The Recreation Committee last week 
voted unanimously to suspend its holding any 
more dances this summer because of trouble 
from unruly youths. 

July 27 a supervisor at a dance at McCall 
Junior High School received a broken nose 
wfien hit by a youth who refused to stop 
smoking in one of two fights at that dance. 

Recreation Director Donald L. Spinney 
said 15 and 16-year-old youths attending the 
summer dances "have been drinking up a 
storm...looking for something exciting to 
happen." 

* He said the committee will discuss at a 
later date resuming the dances in the fall. 

"There have been too many kids coming 
downtown to see if they could get into fights. 
We're not going to babysit for them. We had 
16 straight dances without an incident since 
the first of the year. 

"It’s building up; you can see it. The kids 
are coming in (to the dances) and cruising 
through. They are not from out of town. They 
are not there to hear the music. 

"Like everything at the end of the sum¬ 
mer, everyone gets uptight. Nothing exciting 
happens. They are looking for something to 
happen." 

The recreation director said the youths 
"have abused the privilege" given to them. 
"Most of these bands have played for nothing 
for the benefit of the kids." 

He said before the 18-year-old drinking law 
went into effect, the dance supervisors just 
had to worry about the youths at the dances. 
"Now you got to worry about the kids every 
place," He said they keep beer in their cars 
and at intervals leave the dances to drink, 

He said it is the "same nucleus" of youths 
who cause all the trouble. The committee, he 
said, "felt badly" for the other youths af¬ 
fected by cancellation of the dances. 


residents call the police more frequently 
since the program was instituted. 

He feels the addition of a surveillance car 
which patrols continually looking for 
suspicious persons in vehicles and the dog. 
Satan, who is out every night patrolling school 
buildings and larger industrial business 
places and responding to crimes in progress, 
are crime deterrents. 

H&E Trend 

The chief says there is a trend toward 
more breaking and entering offenses. He feels 
this is due to kids who want to buy "drugs, 
booze or just take a trip." 

He says the trend began several years ago 
as youths were looking for drugs in 
drug stores, doctor's offices and anywhere 
they knew drugs to be. As time passed rob¬ 
bers were after material objects such as t.v. 
sets which are easy saleable items. The drug 
problem, the chief says, seems to have 
leveled off. "We don’t see a decrease, but we 
see no increase either." he notes, 

Concerning larcenies of $50 and over, 
Bowler says there were 299 crimes in 1971, 
most of these being bike thefts; in 1972 there 
were 194; and for the first six months of this 
year, 93, which would give a projection figure 
of about the same as lost year. 

Who steals bikes? For the most port 
Bowler feels bikes are stolen for the pleasure 
of the thief. Most are found abandoned in 
other parts of town or other cities. Bowler 
says he has heard about trucks going around 
picking up bikes that are carelessly attended, 
but he hasn't seen evidence of this in Win¬ 
chester as yet. 

Saying he hates to talk about his youth 
because no one wants to hear it, Bowler 
recalls that a young boy used to go to the 
dump and pick up parts and gradually build 
himself a bike, or he would work and save his 
money to buy one, Today there is so much 
affluency that a bike may be missing and the 
owner won't even bother to check with the 
police, he says. 

In the under $50 category in 1971 Win¬ 
chester had 298 offenses; in 1972, there were 
183 crimes; and so far this year, 69, with a 
projection of 138. 

Auto Thefts 

Auto thefts appear to fluctuate from year 
to year. In 1969 there were 53 in Winchester; 
in 1970, 71; 1971, 87; in 1972, 69; and for the 
first six months of 1973, 47 with a projection of 
94. .

The Winchester Housing Authority this 
week voted to request the Board of Selectmen 
to include an article for the next town meeting 
warrant to turn the Lincoln School over to 
WHA for elderly housing, 

WHA chairman Mary Murphy told the 
other authority members at their meeting 
Monday that the state Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs has investigated the property 
and "is happy with what they found.” 

She also reported on a recent meeting she 
attended with the newly created Council on 
Aging when council members appeared 
divided over uses of the abandoned property. 

Council member Arthur Pratt told The 
Star the council’s differences center on 
possible demolition of the school. "Some in 
the council think it would be entirely wrong 
for the town to demolish the Lincoln School 
building, " he said. 

He also said the council is interested in 
using part of the school for an activity room 
for the elderly. But he emphasized that the 
council Is in its infancy, architectural studies 
haven’t been made on the building and the 
council members will meet with WHA to 
discuss their differences, 
wha to discuss their differences. 

Chairman Murphy, meanwhile, said if the 
town meeting approves use of the building for 
elderly housing and goes on to grant WHA 
garden apartment zoning three studies would 
be undertaken by architects. 

One would be to see how the existing 
building could he converted into elderly units 
with possible additional units constructed 
nearby; the second would be to determine 
how to leave intact the 350-seat school 
assembly hall, which is attached to the 
school, and demolish the rest of the structure; 
and the third would determine if the best 


solution would be to tear down the entire 
school. 

Mrs, Murphy said the most economically 
feasible of the three studies would be the one 
accepted. She also said the state safety 
requirements in elderly housing are stringent 
and this could be an .important factor in 
rehabilitation costs. 

The state Department of Community 
Affairs picks up the tab for municipally 
constructed elderly housing. 

The town has one other elderly housing 
project. That is on Palmer street, 52 units, 
expected to be ready for occupancy in 
January. Cost of that project is about $1 
million. 

Mrs. Murphy said the Lincoln School site is 
the most centrally located parcel of land 
"that's come up at this time." It is on 3.4 
acres located off Washington street between 
Wesley and Oak streets. 

She said WHA "would request the earliest 
possible date" to the selectmen for town 
meeting action, A special town meeting Is 
planned for October to consider the Planning 
Board's new townwide rezoning plans. 

A September special town meeting on the 
petition of Kaufman & Broad for zoning for 
500 condominiums on Cambridge street ap¬ 
peared doubtful this week in view of certain 
liming conflicts. 

A two-thirds affirmative vote of town 
meeting would be required to rezone the 
Lincoln School land into an apartment zone. It 
is presently zoned as residential. There is 
only one other area in Winchester zoned for 
garden apartments--the Palmer street 
elderly housing complex. 

Chairman Murphy said she strongly op¬ 
posed the Council on Aging's suggestion for

Winchester Lowest Of 
Metropolitan Towns To 

Build Low-Income Units 


Winchester ranks in the category of 
communities with the lowest number of 
subsidized units of housing in Metropolitan 
Boston, according to a report just released by 
the Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 

There is no community closer to Boston 
than Winchester which has fewer subsidized 
units, the report Indicates. 

Winchester has at present no subsidized 
housing units. 

The town does have 48 units under con¬ 
struction • housing for the elderly on Palmer 
street. Even considering these elderly units, 
Winchester still would rank in the lowest 
category. 

The Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
(MAPC) in Its study considered 101 com-

munities in Metropolitan Boston with a total 
population of three million, The communities 
extend from Duxbury in the south, to Bolton 
in the west and Rockport in the northeast, 
The MAPC placed communities in the 
region into six categories, based on their 
number of subsidized housing units; I - 0 
units; 2 - l-t00 units; 3 - 101-500 units; 4 • 501- 
1000units; 5 -1001-5000 units; and 6 • 5001-plus 
units. 

Communities neighboring Winchester 
were categorized: Woburn, Lexington, 
Sloneham, Belmont category 3; Arlington, 
Medford, Category 4; Cambridge, Somer¬ 
ville, Malden category 5. Boston is the only 
community in the area ranking in category 6, 
the highest number of subsidized units. 

There is no community in the immediate 
area other than Winchester that ranks in 
category 1, the lowest number of subsidized 
units. There are four communities on the 
South Shore placed in category 1, several 
near Dover and beyond, Lynnfieid and 
Topsfield on the North Shore and more than 
half a dozen from Weston in a westerly 
direction. 

As of Dec,, 1972, there were about 60,490 
subsidized housing units in the 101 com¬ 
munities, which represents six percent of the 
total number of housing units in the region, 
MAPC says, 

"While 10.7 percent of the total housing 
slock in the six core communities (Boston, 
Brookline, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett and 
Somerville) consists of subsidized housing, 
only 3.5 percent of the housing stock in the 95 
other MAPC communities is subsidized, 

'in Boston, 12.7 percent of the housing 
stock currently consists of subsidized units,” 
Construction on Winchester’s subsidized 
units began during 1972, a year which saw 
9,341 housing units under construction in the 
MAPC defined metropolitan region. 
"Approximately 5,544 units, or 59,4 percent of 
these units are located in the core com¬ 
munities, while 6.838 units or approximately 
73.1 percent of the units are located in the core 
communities plus the cities of Malden. Lynn, 
Brockton and Quincy. 

"Approximately 26.8 percent of the units 
under construction are located in the 
remaining 91 communities in the MAPC 
region." 

The report continues that the total number 
of subsidized units increased by 11,741 units • 
or 24.1 percent - between March, 1971, and 
Dec., 1972. 

The report indicates there has been no 
increase in the supply of housing constructed 
specifically for low income families during 
1972, and that nearly all the units constructed 
for low income households during that period 
were for the elderly. 

The report also reveals that a 
.proportionately high percentage of

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Special Town Meeting On 
Incinerator May Be Called 


Winchester town meeting members may 
have to allend a special town meeting in the 
Tall to consider solutions to the town’s solid 
waste disposal problem, 

The announcement came at last week's 
meeting between the Board of Selectmen and 
the Solid Waste Disposal Problems Study 
Committee, called so the committee could 
present a progress report of its study. 

Chairman Vartkas K. Karaian said the 
committee is on schedule in fulfilling the 
requirements of the state's air pollution 
regulations and the federal Clean Air Act 
requirements. 

However, state law requires that plans 
must be finished by Sept. 30 and emission 
abatement equipment ordered by March of 
1974. If a fall meeting is not called and funds 
are not allocated, the committee cannot make 
the deadlines. 

In 1972, the town meeting appropriated 
$15,000 for engineering specifications to Be 
drawn up. The firm of Anderson-Nichols 
prepared the plans. In the fall of 1972, the firm 
submitted proof that the town incinerator 
emissions was 17 times higher than the 
allowable level. 

Karaian suggested at the meeting that 
plan and cost comparisons be made to the 


Anderson-Nichols report so that town meeting 
members can have a choice. 

Following this suggestion, the committee 
and the selectmen went into executive session 
to discuss the cost of various plans. If bids are 
to be made on the plans, the two groups felt it 
was not in the best interest of the town to 
release preliminary figures. 

The Anderson-Nichols plan includes 
estimates on construction and operating costs 
to alter the present system by adding lly ash 
collection systems, by converting the present 
system into a transfer station so trash can be 
compacted and shipped out of town, and by 
evaluation of other plnns, 

The town meeting in the fall will be to 
approve this report or an alternative solution 
and appropriate funds to meet the state and 
federal regulations, 

According to Karaian, the Anderson- 
Nichols plan is a short-range plan that helps 
the town to meet immediate regulations. 
However, he said, the town is still able to 
pursue long-range goals. 

An alternative plan, Karaian said, would 
be to develop a regional “transfer station” 
system, as proposed by the state-funded 
Raytheon Report. This program includes a 
regionalization of incinerators, recycling 
centers, and sanitary landfills with land 


recovery as part of the program. 

He said that the main problem of this 
system right now is that stale funding hasn’t 
gone through the legislature. Also, alter¬ 
native regional plans are being Introduced 
and that any one of these would take seven to 
eight years to be completed. 

If Winchester provides a viable waste 
disposal plan before the regions are for¬ 
malized, it would not be forced to go regional, 

Other plans are in a developmental stage. 
Karaian did say that his committee will not 
recommend door-to-door trash pickup 
because of the costs. 

This is the third call for a special fall town 
meeting A national home builder recently 
indicated plans for a special meeting in 
September for zoning action on a proposal to 
build 500 condominium units on Cambridge 
street. 

And Winchester's Planning Board intends 
to call a special meeting in October for action 
on townwide zoning revisions.

Kerou ac: New Biography

KEROUAC 
By Ann Charters 

Twenty years ago there was the beat 
generation and Jack Kerouac became 
thought of, perhaps unfairly, as its 
spokesman in his novels, “On the Road,” 
“The Subterraneans,” and “The Dharma 
Bums.” 

A romantic figure coming up from 
nowhere, self-educated and confused, the 
•biograph of Kerouac by Ann Charters gives us 
a glimpse into an entirely different literary 
America than the one of conventional suc¬ 
cess. 

In her foreword Ann Charters mentions 
meeting Kerouac in 1956 at a poetry reading 
in Berkeley, Calif. Three years later, when 
$he was a graduate student at Columbia, she 
found herself defending the picture of 
Berkeley life as Kerouac wrote about it in 
“The Dharma Bums.” 

She writes: “My Involvement in what has 
since been called America's counterculture 
began with a response to two of the un¬ 
derground poets. In 1957, Kerouac at>d Gins¬ 
berg were the first contemporaries I’d read 
whose writing seemed true in some essential 
way to my thoughts and feelings about 
America. I went on from “Howl” and “On the 
Road” to discover that Kerouac and Ginsberg 
were just two in a larger group of writers 
whose work was very different from that of 
establishment poets and novelists. The un¬ 
derground writers differed not only In their 
literary style and their political attitudes, but 
also in their concern for the Intuitive as well 
as the rational bases of human knowledge." 

Kerouac's books may not neatly.fit this 
description. In his work he took the scene of 
his own life and focused on the personal 
relationships. When we take a look at how he 
lived with its restlessness, confusion, 


weariness with all the forms, all the con¬ 
ventions of the world.” 

In this biography, one doesn’t get too in- 
depth a picture of how and why Kerouac 
determined to be a writer, but the long and 
enormous struggle is there. Leaving 
Columbia College and rebelling in the Navy 
during World War II, he landed in N.Y.C. 
where he met Ginsberg, Neal Cassady and 
others who would have a marked place in his 
life. Neal Cassady is the central character in 
“Visions of Cody.” It was with him that he 
had his many trips across the country. 

This would be a typical description of their

Good Zoning Deviations 


(The Winchester Voter is a series written 
by the League of Women Voters to acquaint 
readers with town voting practices and 
issues.) 

A DECISION FOR 
WINCHESTER 

In the near future Winchester will have to 
make a decision on proposals for rezoning the 
town. Here is the first of three articles 
prepared by the League of Women Voters to 
give background information which may be 
helpful in understanding the problems. 

ZONING DEFINED 

Zoning may be defined as the separation of 
land into districts according to potential and 
actual use. It has a two-pronged purpose: to 
protect districts from new and incompatible 
uses, thus keeping land values stable; and to 
enhance public health and welfare by uniform 
regulations applied throughout the district. 

ZONING ACT OF 1924 

No single board or law guided the early 
development of land use in Winchester. 
However in 1920 the Massachusetts (ionefo) • 
Court granted cities and towns a’ zoning 
enabling act, Chapter 40A. In 1924 Winchester 
adopted a zoning by-law which codified what 
already existed. The law, which will celebrate 
its 50lh anniversary next year, was carefully, 
framed to perserve the predominantly 
residential character of the town and to 
“promote the health, safety, convenience and 
welfare” of its citizens. 

According to studies by consultants, there 
are deviations in Winchester’s existing land 
use and zoning from good practice and 
planning. Most of them can be truced to the 
original 49-year-old map drawn in 1924. Little 
has to be chanted in husiness and industry 
designations. 

In the early days Winchester’s economy 
was based on industry which was located 
along the sources of water power - Horn Pond 
Brook and the Aberjona River - and along 
railroad lines which served as principal 
shipping routes. People tended to live, 
usually in single family homes, adjacent to 
or within walking distance of the factories 
and businesses. 

Most of this complex occupied u large 
triangular area, its apex at the town center 
roughly bounded by the Woburn city line, 
Horn Pond and Washington st. The original 
zoning reflected what existed in 1924. Today's 
zoning map and by-law still reflect many of 
the conditions and permitted uses of almost 50 
years ago, 

Lot regulation began In a simple munner 
with the town fathers before 1924, They laid 
out streets, and lot patterning evolved. House 
sites often became larger in the more sparse¬ 
ly settled western area where there were 
still viable farms, The 1924 zoning plun was 


based loosely on the cohcept of “existing use" 
and the avoidance of “nuisance,” a legal 
term. In the early years zoning laws and 
administration were ineffectual. Later the 
Zoning Board of Appeals was established to 
make decisions on exceptions and am¬ 
biguities. 

CHANGES IN ZONING 
Winchester's current zoning by-law Is 
hierarchal in form which the least use per¬ 
mitted in the residential zones. All uses from 
residential to commercial to heavy industrial 
are permitted In the bottom zone of the 
pyramid. For a long time the town’s zoning 
map remained static. A proposal for 40,000 
square foot lots instead of the allowed 20,000 
square foot lots in one district was defeated in 
the 1940’s. Lights industrial districts were 
established in 1961 by town meetings. In 1965 
the town meeting accepted the Planning 
Board’s recommendation that the zoning by¬ 
laws be re-written, and rescinded all apart¬ 
ment building provisions to create a 
moratorium. 

QUESTIONS FOR THE TOWN 
Consultants pointed out several years ago 
that problems in land use and zoning faced 
Winchester in the 1970’s. By-law revisions 
svould be needed for the conservation of 
* natural conditions In the vvl ..;ern side of town, 
for provisions for multi-unit dwellir 0 u ur 
districts, and lor the re-dcvelopment of its 
business district.

Park Commissioner Says He Is Muzzled; 
Board Of Selectmen Champions Women 


The Star last week, which ran a story on 
vandalism at parks in Winchester generally 
and at Manchester Field, specifically at first 
spoke to Park Commissioner William T. 
Ryerson about the problem. 

“Regarding your question as to how much 
vandalism occurs at the parks,” Ryerson 
wrote in a note, “answer-too much! But I’ve 
been told by chairman MacDonnell and other 
commissioners that I’m not allowed to give 
out anymore information to the press 
regarding any business of the Park Depart¬ 
ment. 

“This order was given to me this evening 
(July 24) at a special meeting of the Park 
Commission. Sorry I can’t be of more help.” 

Park commissioners (there are five of 
them) are elected by the voters and have 
responsibility over the Park Department, of 
which Herbert S. Mullen iB superintendent 
and answers directly to the commissioners. 

Commission Chairman Albert A. Mac- 
donnell willingly spoke to The Star about 
vandalism in the town’s parks and was quite 
honest about the extent of the problem. 
Because of the hospitalization of Supt. Mullen 
and summer vacations in the Park Depart¬ 
ment, statistics on the cost of vandalism in 
Winchester parks were not available for last 
week’s newspaper. 

We asked Chairman MacDonnell about 
Ryerson’s muzzling charge. ”1 think Bill is 
kind of taking things too strong there,” 
MacDonnell said. 

He added that he told the commissioners 
that Issues involving the Park Department 
come up at the meetings “and we square 
them away there. We all know where we 
stand and know what to do. I don’t want one 
member going off and saying this is what the 
committee has decided.” 

The rest of the commissioners, Mac¬ 
Donnell maintains, thought this policy “a 
good idea. There is no throttle on anyone. If 
they want to speak their mind, it’s up to them. 
But they’re on their own,” he said, meaning 
that when one commissioner speaks out it’s as 
an individual and not for the commission. 

* 

The selectmen are asking Rep. Harrison 
Chadwick about the possibility of filing 
legislation to correct what they consider an 
unfair practice in the selection of jurors in 
Massachusetts. 

Women are required to give the occupation 
of their husband on a form which is used in 
guiding lawyers at court in choosing jurors. 
The form reads: “In the event that the person 
listed is a married women, there shall be 
appended in addition to an exact description 
of the business or occupation of her husband, 
and the name and address of his employer or 
his business.” 

Executive secretary Ed Donnelly says the 
reason for this is if the occupation of woman's 
husband conflicted with a court case she 
would be dismissed. With so many women 
working now, it may be time to askTiusbands 
the occupation of their wife, as Selectman 
Lawrence T. Smith commented in noting that 
this is a time of women’s lib.

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Glimpse Of Town 
Past On View

A photographic glimpse Into Winchester’s 
past Is the theme of the newly hung three 
dimensional display mounted on a display 
wall in the office of the Board of Selectmen In 
the Town Hall. 

The wall in the recently redecorated, 
paneled and carpeted office has been empty 
while members of the Winchester Historical 
Society sought economical and effective 
methods of presentation. 

The current display includes two three 
dimensional units with a total of eight panels 
including 24 photographic enlargements with 
captions of old photos and drawings taken 
from the archives of the society and from 
private collections. 

Centered in the display is a large 
reproduction of a Winchester map originally 
printed in IBM. The sepia-toned print on ivory 
stock was hand-colored by Mrs. Warburton 
VerPlanck, society president and project 
coordinator. 

Copies of the handsome large print, also 
hand-colored, are available from the society 
or the town engineer’s office for a nominal 
price, she said. 

The display will be a changing one," she 
said. "An additional display of 24 photos are 
being prepared now and will be alternated 
with the current group. The unusual display 
was designed by Don Brown, architect with 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, who is 
now chairman of the Winchester Historical 
Commission," Mrs. VerPlanck said. 

In seeking methods of designing a display, 
Mrs. VerPlanck sought the advice of the late 
Thomas Morse, audio-visual coordinator of 
Winchester High School. 

Peter Vernaglia, 16, who will be a Junior in 
the fall, volunteered to tackle the entire 
project, said Mrs. VerPlanck. With the 
advice of David Frary, technical com¬ 
munications advisor at the high Bchool, Peter 
took all the photographs of the old pictures 
and did all the darkroom enlarging and 
building of the display. He expects to finish 
the work by fall. 

Mrs. Andre Termeulen, society member, 
helped select the four dozen photos for the 
exhibition. 

"The selectmen also asked for a traveling 
display for school use," said Mrs. VerPlanck. 
“So Peter will take all the photos and make 
smaller copies to be mounted on flat display 
boards which can be taken from school to 
school during the year." 

The exhibit covers a wide range of photos

Who are Winchester’s thieves? Bolwer 
responds readily saying "youths who come 
from all walks of life," He says the economic 
status of the family appears to have little to 
do with a teen’s decision to commit a crime.

Some 
act like its a big joke," Bowler notes.

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good deterrent," but vandalism "is so 
widespread today with broken windows, 
pulling flowers out of window boxes, 
damaging trees, something terrible is 
wrong." 

How can we stop it? Parents have got to 
teach their children respect for other people’s 
property, the chief says. Sometimes parents 
are indirectly to blame. He gives an example 
of a parent who calls a neighber an s.o.b. The 
parent is able to control his violence through 
words and name calling, but a small child will 
start to build up an attitude toward the neigh¬ 
bor and eventually express this violence by 
throwing a rock through his window. 

Bowler feels the addition of a program in 
all grade levels in local schools on "what law 
means to the average citizen in relation to his 
liberty" might be a beginning to teach respect 
of the law. “Some people feel that freedom 
and law are incompatible, but they go 
together. Parents must give more than lip 
service" if we arc going to combat vandalism 
and decrease crime, he notes. 


Bowler takes pride in the Winchester 
police force and feels most of the kids in town 
like the policemen. We try to carry out an 
attitude that "children are deserving of 
respect. There must be no pushing around, no 
name calling or harassment or unfair 
treatment. 

*‘I try to week out the storm trooper 
mentality," Bowler says adding he takes care 
to get the right officers in the right places. If 
an officer likes kids and works well with 
them, he will be posted in an area serving 
kids. If he is more comfortable w ith adults he 
will be transferred to this kind of locality. 

In conclusion, Bowler comments "We 
appear to be living in a violent age." t

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High School 

Freedom And Responsibility 
Ingredients Of Pilot Course 


Freedom and responsibility are the key 
ingredients of a self-paced independent 
chemistry course conducted at Winchester 
High School last year. 

As a result the drop-out rate of students 
taking science at Winchester High School was 
down considerably, and of the more than 16 u 
students participating in this pilot approach 
to chemistry, only seven said "forget it—it 
won't work." And next year, after looking into 


the Winchester program. Hinghain High 
School will initiate a similar program. 

Through an audio-visual slide presen¬ 
tation, the major designers and motivators of 
students in the novel program offered a 
bird's-eye view of the course to the School 
Committee recently. 

Students’ comments on their experiences 
pointed to many assets of the independent 
study program and indicated its tnaior 



drawback was the lack of enough teachers to 
permit greater results. 

In the words of Francis X Finigan, 
science director who opened the presentation] 
"The program offers freedom of choice with 
variety and guidance." Assisting him in the 
presentation were teachers Konald Gould and 
Cliff Walker. 

They reported the program uses the open 
classroom concept and offers students an 
opportunity to accept responsibility and 
Treedom of choice to earn success ut varying 
degrees. 

"The success or failure of a student is 
determined by his accountability and ac¬ 
ceptance of responsibility,” Finigan said. 

The students worked individually and in 
groups at "skills encouraging self- 
confidence." which in turn motivated them to 
move forward to complete a minimum of 40 
phases in the lowest level of difficulty, which 
the students themselves selected. 

Students were placed in one of three 
program levels: the diplomu, the college 
preparatory, or the honors program. Nine 
completed the honors program; 85 the college 
preparatory; and 44 successfully completed 
the diploma segment of the course. About 20 


dropped out. Participants were juniors and 
seniors. 

Self testing at the start of the course 
helped students learn where they were 
academically and selMcsling throughout the 
course allowed students who didn't do well an 
opportunity to restudy and correct errors, 
later to take new, similar tests. The educators 
said SO percent of students' grades came from 
self-testing. 

In some cases, students were allowed to 
retake a test up to four times. "But the day of 
reckoning is there,” the educators said, 
pointing out thul checkpoint exams were held 
on Tuesdays and Fridays and this made up 
the other 50 percent or their grades. 

Some of the special features of the 
program included quiet areas; an In¬ 
formation center where students' photos, 
daily notices and policy decisions were 
posted: television lectures which students 
could request the day before; opportunities to 
perform lab-type activities; and discussions 
which permitted students to help each other. 

The educators described the course as one 
of student initiation which resulted in 
satisfaction and promoted motivation and 
detcrminalion for success. "If a student has 


to be told to brush his teeth, he shouldn’t take 
the course," one of them said. 

Students’ voices on the taped presentation 
spoke of the strong and weak points of the 
program. 

A girl said she was able to spend extra 
time on areas she found difficult to un¬ 
derstand. Sometimes this was with one of the 
teachers or para-professlonal Virginia 
Parsons; frequently it was another student 
who had already done the project. 

A young man said: "If I didn't learn 
anything else, I learned responsibility." 

Another student said: "Nobody holds you 
back. Nobody pushes you ahead." The only 
problem with the course is the "need for more 
teachers." 

Another pointed to the satisfaction he 
gained from the experience which "you don’t 
get in a structured course." 

Though students spoke of a few problems, 
for the most part they recommended con¬ 
tinuance of the program next year. 

The educators agreed more teachers are 
needed and also mentioned other weaknesses 
of the first year’s trial period. They pointed 
out that some of the students floundered at the 
outset of the course and next year they plan to 


introduce more structure at the beginning. 
They will also conduct math teBts at the start 
to help students better determine their 
beginning position in the course. 

After viewing and listening to the 
presentation which lasted more than an hour, 
the School Committee thanked the educators 
and encouraged them in their efforts.

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Traffic Controller Says 

Blame The Wind For Those 
Low Flying PlanesOverTown 


By Arthur MacDonnell 

When the roar of a low flying 727 airplane 
wakes you up on a Sunday morning, you 
might think of John D, Duffy of 32 Wildwood 

st. 

Duffy, an air traffic controller at Logan 
Airport, explained to The Star: “Primarily 
planes land into the wind. This is the factor 
that determines the runway we use. If the 
wind is calm, we usfe a runway of an anlt-noise 
criterion. 

“We try to avoid areas of noise sensitivity. 
We try to use water routes. But quite often 
during the summer the winds are blowing off 
the water and have fog associated with them. 

“This is the time when we land into the 
wind blowing from the southeast. In landing 
on this runway planes fly right over Win¬ 
chester.” These arriving planes, Duffy 
continued, are asked to maintain an altitude 
of 3,000 feet until they reach a distance of 10 
miles from Logan. 

Since Winchester is about nine miles from 
Logan, the planes often are flying less than 
3,000 feet. Some sleeping residents who have 
enjoyed a long Saturday night might feel the 
planes are flying low enough to touch their 
roofs. But this is not so. 

Departing flights, Duffy explained, are not 
the cause of noise over Winchester since they 
fly higher and turn before they come over the 
town. 

The pressures of being an air traffic 
ccr.troller (full title: air traffic-radar control 
specialist) are such that Duffy and the eight 
other men who man the control tower spend 
onlv four hours directing Incoming and 
outgoing aircraft, 

One of the tower men controls the taxiing 
of the aircraft to its departure runway and 


after landing to its parking spot, Another 
tower man writes the flight control number of 
the aircraft on a slip oi paper. In the case of a 
departing craft, the clearance delivery 
position gives the aircraft its assigned route 
and altitude. 

They rotate their on-duty hours between 
the tower and the radar room. The radar 
room is a darkened room with radar scopes 
on each side amidst clattering machines and 
overlapping voices. 

When Duffy takes his turn at one of the 
eight radar scopes he is engaged in con¬ 
trolling air traffic within a 40-mile radius of

Boston. Anthing beyond 40 miles but within 
New England and portions of New York state 
is controlled by the Boston Center located in 
Nashua, N.H. 

Once a plane leaves Logan’s area, the 
radar controller communicates on a direct 
telephone line with the Boston Center—a 
“liandoff,” it’s called—to pick up the flight on 
their radar. The aircraft must change its 
radio frequency to communicate with the 
sectors of the air space within the Boston 
Center through which the aircraft will fly. 

The radar scopes show the progress of 
flying aircraft through a series of blips. By 
the push of a button, the radarman can 
identify the blip as a particulaar flight since 
the craft’s assigned flight number, altitude 
and ground speed shows up on the scope 
beside the blip. 

In the radar room the men change working 
positions at the radar scopes every hour to 
prevent fatigue in concentration. The radar 
controllers have different duties and func¬ 
tions, depending on the geographical area 
they are covering, whether they are con¬ 
trolling incoming or outgoing flights. Each 
scope can display printed flight information. 

The routes planes take are quite similar to 
the highways automobiles follow, Duffy 
explained. Over Logan there are several 
established airways which aircraft follow. 

The tower at Logan where Duffy works is 
the second tower to have been used at Logan 
and will shortly be replaced with a third. 
When Duffy began at Logan 23 years ago, the 
tower was a little wooden building with a 
spiral staircase at the edge of the runway. In 
1950 there were about 300 air carrier landings 
and takeoffs a day. Now there are 800. Total 
aircraft operations—air carrier, civil and 
military—in 1950 were about 180,000. Now 
there are 300,000. 

Logan, with its blooming buildings, has 
outgrown this second tower. Almost ready for 
occupancy is a new 297-foot double-columned 
building, the tallest airport tower in the 
world. 

Before Duffy started at Logan, he worked 
at airports in Albany, Newark, N.J., 
Washington, D.C., and Bedford. He became 
involved in air traffic during his service in the 
Air Force. 

Married to Julia (Cuccinello, of 
Lexington), he has three daughters: Suzanne, 
14, Michele, 17, and Patrice, 18. Duffy is also a 
real estate broker with Bowman of Win¬ 
chester and has been a coach in the Win¬ 
chester Youth Soccer League for four years. 
He is secretary of the Concord Rod and Gun 
Club and is a member of its board of gover¬ 
nors.

rfittlir skills James Baker, associate 
education commissioner, is said to have 
warned against using the newly released 
scores as a dependable measure of a school’s 
performance since the tests were directed 
toward measuring achievement in relation to 
intelligence 

Baker said overall conclusions indicate 
children below average and above average In 
intelligence scored better than expected while 
average children held scores in the average 
range. Me attributed the difference to the 
many special programs available to the 
pitted nr slower pupils while there is no 
special effort for the average student, 
Scores given in the report were on a plus or 
minus scale with .0 (zero) being for fhose 


fourth graders who scored as predicted on the 
basis of ability. 

Though there are exceptions, it was found 
that in some cases schools with the lowest 
budgets did better than those with higher 
budgets. 

The Star took a random sampling of towns 
In the 20-30 thousand population bracket and 
compared the pupil cost per student, the 
number of schools and their scores. If one 
looks to Winchester and Dedham (with the 
lowest cost per ratio) he might come up with 
one determination yet looking to Winchester 
and Needham (the closest to Winchester) he 
might see another picture. 

MacDonald says he will pass the concern 
of residents on to the school committee and 
would venture to guess this may be on a 
future school committee agenda. Howard 
Niblock, who is in charge of testing in Win¬ 
chester, was not available for comment.

an activity room and possible an office at the 
Lincoln School as incompatible with elderly 
housing. 

She said she told the council members 
"they would be remiss as a council for the 
elderly if they didn’t support" Lincoln School 
for elderly housing. She said she told them the 
housing authority is "quite capable’’ of 
building elderly housing. 

WHA -has received more than 500 ap¬ 
plications from elderly persons seeking one or 1 
the 52 units in the Palmer street complex. 

WHA member Ralph M. Atkinson, com¬ 
menting on the council’s suggestion for an 
office at Lincoln School, said: “Our prime 
purpose is to provide housing.” 

Council on Aging member Pratt said the 
council, in suggesting an office, was merely 
reponding to a request from the Board of 
Selectmen, which has been seeking ideas on 
use of (he school which has been all but 
released by the School Committee McCall 
Junior High School across from the old high 
school on Main street will become the new 
Lincoln in the fall.) 

"We’re not fully aware of all the things the 
Housing Authority has looked into." Pratt 
said. "The selectmen asked us only to com¬ 
ment on the building itself. We’re ready to say 
yes we can use part of the building but not all 
of it." 

He said though some on the council oppose 
its demolition, "we can’t tell anyone how to 
use the Lincoln School building." Only WHA 
architectural studies can determine whether 
pary of the building could be adapted for an 
activity room, he said, and use the remainder 
for housing units. 

He commented on suggestions that the 
Cullen block on Main street in the center be 
used for elderly housing by saying, "The 
selectmen would probably never go for that. 

It has too great a tax potential” (as com¬ 
mercial property),

subsidized units continue to be built in the 
core cities of the Boston Metropolitan area." 

MAPC President John J. McCarthy, upon 
release of the report, entitled "Subsidized 
Housing in the Boston Region as of Dec. 31, 
1972," staled that "almost one-fourth of the 
communities in the Greater Boston region 
have absolutely no subsidized housing 
available for occupancy. 

"While Boston comprises only 21 percent 
or the regional population. It contains 49 
percent of the total number of subsidized 
units in the region, and this trend toward the 
concentration of such units in the core areas 
% is continuing." 

"The report points out,” McCarthy said, 
"the necessity of establishing a regional 
planning and construction program to meet 
the housing needs of the region’s people in all 
age and income groups." 

The report also stales that while there has 
been no increase in the supply of housing 
constructed specifically for low income 
families during 1972, the number of total low 
income units increased by 6.6 percent. This 
gain was represented by new construction for 
the elderly, representing 81 percent of the 
total change in low income units. 

Leased housing represented 19 percent of 
the total change, while family housing ac¬ 
tually decreased by 0.1 percent for the period. 
"These facts indicate the continued refusal of 
the region’s cities and towns to build units 
solely for the use of low income families," 
MAPC said. 

During 1972, however, there was an in¬ 
crease of IB.9 percent in the number of 
moderate income units in the region, and a 
317.2 percent increase in the number of mixed 
income units, The mixed income units showed 
a greater absolute us well os percentage 
change than occurred under any other 
housing program in the MAPC region during 
1972.

K^B ‘Flexible ’ 
On Meeting Date 

A spokesman for Kaufman & Broad 
Homos said Tuesday the firm is "flexible" in 
the selection of n date for town meeting action 
on its rezoning request for 500 condominiums 
on Cambridge street. 

Public relations man John Tierney of 
Newsome & Co. of Boston said his client is 
"trying to find an accommodation (on a date) 
in view of their (selectmen's) expressed 
views to us,” The Board of Selectmen last 
week questioned the timing of K&B’s initially 
requested dale for a special town meeting, 
com ing just a few weeks prior to the Planning 
Board's special town meeting on a new zoning 
by-law for the town. 

"We’re not trying to ram anything down 
anyone’s throat or discombobulate the 
Planning Board," he said. 

He noted that the selectmen have 45 days 
in which to call a special town meeting after 
receipt of a petition containing the required 
names. K&B is gathering the necessary 200 
signatures but is delaying its submission until 
determining the best date. 

Selectmen executive secretary Edward F. 
Donnelly said the Planning Board is required 
to make a recommendation on rezoning 


requests within 60days. If the Planning Board 
delayed its recommendation until the period 
between the 45 days the selectmen have to act 
and the Planning Board’s 60 days then the 
town meeting would convene without the 
Planning Board’s necessary recommendation 
and would be unable to legally act, Donnelly 
said. 

Tierney said Dec, 1 is K&B's deadline on 
purchase of the land owned by Jack Moss, a 
Woburn lawyer. 

If K&B decides to wait and the Planning 
Board is successful in convincing town 
meeting to enact new zoning classifications, 
then K&B would have to seek a map change to 
include its desired land into the new garden 
apartment zone. 

Tierney said he has received "more than 
20 calls" from present and former Winchester 
residents interested in acquiring one of the 
$50,000 condominiums.

MCFL Asks For 
Fetal Research 
Investigations 

Massachusetts Citizens for Life, Inc., 
which includes several Winchester residents, 
is calling for immediate state and federal 
investigations of fetal research carried out in 
Massachusetts with U. S. government fun¬ 
ding. 

They point to the New England Journal of 
Medicine, in its June 7 issue, which reports on 
research at Boston City Hospital on 23fetuses 
obtained by hysterotomy or miniature 
Caesarian section. 

Fetuses born by hysterotomy are alive at 
the time they are removed from the mother 
unless otherwise killed by prior toxic salt 
Injection, they report. Apparently a drug is 
given to the mother before abortion for the 
purpose of computing how much would be 
absorbed by the baby, with results including 
the baby’s liver, blood, speen spleen, kidney, 
lung, brain, muscle and bone. 

MCFI specifically wants to determine if 
any attempt was made to maintain the lives 
of such fetuses. Were organs and tissues 
removed while the child was alive’ 1 Who 
pronounced the child dead? Were death 
certificates filed on the children over 20 
weeks from conception as required by law? 

MCFI says that because of the silence and 
inaction of “our congress and senators in 
Washington,” they w'ant the state senate to 
pass the memorializatlon bill already passed 
by the house, that It may be forwarded to 
Washington. 1 

MCFI claims to have limited enthusiasm 
for the so-called Conscience Bill H09G6 
because, they say, its restrictive nature does 
not protect the rights of all hospitals to refuse 
to perform abortions. Further, they charge 
that citizens opposed to abortion are now 
being forced to subsidize abortions in public 
hopsitals by their lax dollars.

Black Swan 
Dies A Hero 

In an effort to protect the female black 
swan nesting on the island in Mill Pond, her 
mate fought □ mongrel dog Sunday evening 
just before six and died almost 24 hours later 
having suffered a broken neck and internal 
injuries. 

According to Domenic Molea, dog officer, 
a dog belonging to Richard Spencer of 16 
Manchester st, swam from the shore to the 
island Sunday evening and attacked the 
awaiting male swan who fought to save the 
nesting female swan and the undeveloped 
two-week-old eggs, 

The unleashed dog, Molea said, was with 
one of the Spencer children. 

The following day the swans were seen by 
passers-by. One was nesting while the other 
appeared to be swimming in the water. 

However, Monday evening, almost 24 
hours after the attack, the male swan, back 
on the island shore, was seen falling into the 
water. The fire department rescue truck was 
called to the scene. Capt. Mike Connolly used 
a grappling hook to pull the dead swan from 
the pond. 

Molea reports having served Spencer with 
a citation for not leashing a dog before 7 p.m. 
as required by law. He says the dog was 
licensed but at the time of the attack the dog 
was not wearing his license and collar 
because “it apparently was too tight.” 

Molea says he called the county dog officer 
regarding a fine to the dog owner. In a 
situation like this, he says, a dog owner is 
required to replace the killed bird. 

Molea tells The Star the two black swans 
were purchased by the Rotary Club about 
three years ago at $200 each. Today a black 
swan is expected to cost in the neighborhood 
of 1250. 

Tuesday night park commission chairman 
Albert MacDonnell read a letter from desk 
sergeant Don Pigott of the police department 
reporting the swan’s death. 

The letter told of a gathering of citizens in 
the rear of the town hall during and following 
the Sunday evening incident. Stephen 
Spencer, 11, was said to have kicked Buddy, 
his mongrel shepherd dog, saying to police his 
dog bit one of the black swans. 

Pigott’s report indicated the elder Spencer 
said he was not aware of the leash law. 

After brief discussion the park com¬ 
missioners voted to have their chairman 
contact Spencer to talk about replacement of 
the swan. 

On the suggestion of commissioner 
William Ryerson the group agreed to permit 
Fred Ives, a taxidermist, stuff and mount the 
dead swan.

Winchester police officers early Friday 
morning recovered in a wooded area off 
Washington street the car used Thursday in 
the bank holdup at the Woburn Plaza where 
three armed men escaped after a wild chase 
with about $17,000. 

Officers Joseph N. Perritanoand James P. 
Kelley'on a routine patrol spotted the elusive 
yellow Mustang partially covered by brush 
off a gravel road in the woods across from J. 
H. Winn Co. used by Atlantic Gelatin Co. as a 
well field. 

The car, along with another car found 
Thursday at Pond street and Woburn Park¬ 
way perhaps intended as a second getaway 
vehicle, were stolen in Worcester. Both are 
being checked by state police for prints. 

Winchester and Woburn police Friday 
conducted a search of the well field area in an 
attempt to find the three high-velocity army 
type rifles used in the holdup and getaway but 
were unsuccessful. The police said they didn't 
know where or how the “young white men” 
left the wooded area. 

Ann H. Maselunas, 60, of 361 Main st., 
caught In the crossfire between the fleeing 
holdup men and Woburn police, was treated 
and released from Choate Memorial Hospital 
for cuts received when the windshield of the 
car she was driving on Wildwood street in 
Winchester was pierced by a bullet fired from 
the Mustang. Another bullet went through the 
hood of her car. 

According to Capt. Kenneth Murphy of the 
Woburn Police Department, the three men 
entered the branch office of the Suburban 
National Bank at the Woburn Plaza just over 
the Winchester line at 4:13 p.m. and im¬ 
mediately fired two rounds Into the celling. 

“Nobody-move!" one yelled. “Nobody 

moved,” Capt. Murphy reported. The masked 
men, carrying automatic weapons, 
demanded “all your money or we'll blow your 
heads off." The two tellers on duty turned 
over the contents of their cash drawers, one of 
them, meanwhile having pressed the alarm 
connected with Woburn police headquarters.

Woburn Inspector John P. Gibbons was the 
first of the many officers converging on the 
scene to spot the yellow Mustang near Star 
Market on Cambridge avenue, Woburn, 
heading toward Winchester. Ironically, he 
hod gone to the bank from Pond street, the 
area the holdup men headed.' 

He followed the car onto Cambridge street, 
Winchester, and then onto Wildwood street os 
the holdup men started firing at him, They 
had smashed out the rear window of their car. 

Gibbons returned the fire, attempting to 
hit the car’s tires while radioing headquarters 
of the Mustang’s location, The Mustang 
passed two cars on Wildwood street, placing 
them between the holdup men and the police 
inspector, who then stopped shooting. 

Winchester and Woburn police accounts 
differ as to whether the car of Mrs. Maselunas 
was purposely shot at by the holdup men or 
accidentally caught in crossfire. In either 

Explosion Heard

A bullet entered the front window and went 
out the back, according to Capt. Murphy. 
“We’re lucky we don't have a dead woman on 
our hands,” he said, “If she had been two or 
three inches taller her head would have been 
blown off.” 

Winchester's five police cruisers, 
icanwhile, had been alerted to the route of 
the Fleeing getaway car and were speeding 
toward Wildwood street. Gibbons had stopped 
his car to look after the injured woman, 

The getaway car was spotted in various 
areas of town during the 30-minute chase but 
managed to elude the police, leading them to 
believe the holdup men knew the area well. 
Capt. Andrew Crawford of the Winchester 
department said that the getaway car might 
have intended to take a left turn from Cam¬ 
bridge street onto Pond street instead of 
Wildwood street but a Woburn cruiser coming 
out of Pond street at the time caused them to 
keep going to Wildwood street. 

The police feel the holdup men had in¬ 
tended to switch cars at Pond street and 
Hillcrest parkway, where the second car 
stolen in Worcester was found. The last place 
in Winchester the car was spotted was on 
Everell avenue. The yellow Mustang had 
Georgia plates. 

Besides Woburn and Winchester police, 
Arlington, MDC, Medford, Registry and state 
police pursued the vehicle. 

Mrs. Maselunas told the Winchester police 
she was driving along Wildwood street and 
heard a “rat-tal-tat.” believing the sound 
behind her to come from firecruckers. She 
was slumped over the wheel when Gibbons 
found the car over the sidewalk. Capt. 
Murphy said the bullet which went through 
the top of her windshield grazed the side of 
her head. 

The search for the yellow Mustang con¬ 
tinued for several hours.

Y iolation 

Responding to an anonymous telephone 
call last week reporting that sewage was 
being dumped into the Aberjona River. Bob 
Cody, Inspector of the Massachusetts 
Division of Water Pollution Control made an 
unexpected visit to the Winchester in¬ 
cinerator last Friday. 

According to Cady, his first stop was the 
engineering office where he examined storm 
drainage plans. 

At the Winchester incinerator where he 
talked with Supt. of Streets Robert O’Brien 
and Andy Connolly, Cady went through the 
operations and learned that in late winter 
“very highly corrosive water" was going into 
the sewage system through a force main. 
Cady said “all the fixtures in the building 
were corroded and rather than repairing the 
force main, an illegal connection was made 
Into the storm drains." This could mean all 
toilet and other waste material at the in¬ 
cinerator area has been dumped into the 
Aberjona River since late winter. 

Cady told the men the situation would have 
to be corrected by mid-week (yesterday) or 
legal action would be taken. Speaking of area 
concern for the Aberjona and the fact that the 
river is “an urban stream,” Cady said he was 
“really surprised” to find this kind of con¬ 
dition “which should not have been allowed.” 

The Star contacted O’Brien who spoke of 
Cady’s visit as one of routine. He estimates 
the cost of the replacement of about 300 feet of

Monday night Selectman Chairman 
Arthur Dunbar reported “an emergency 
condition exists at the town incinerator due to 
a problem with the line from the incinerator 
to the town sewer.” Dunbar told selectmen 
that O’Brien would have to immediately use 
between $2,000 to $3,000 of his current budget 
to take care of the emergency situation, 
immediate action should be taken,” Dunbar 
said. Hearing this, the selectmen recognized 
that later more funds would likely be needed 
to take care of routine matters.

He said the 
illegal connection was in violation of national 
pollution control laws.

TGSC Booklet 

The Town Government Study Committee, 
supported by the Town Meel -.g with some 
funding last Spring in the esl-.ulishment of a 
Charter Commission, put a draft of a booklet 
before the selectmen for reaction. 

The booklet attempts to give background 
of the Charter Commission and answer 
questions: What is a charter? What is a home 
rule charter and how is it adopted? Does the 
writing of a charter always involve changes 
in the form of town government? What Is the 
most important reason for a town to draft and 
adopt a home rule charter? Can a home rule 
charter be changed and updated as new needs 
arise? Are there limitations on the type of 
charter changes that can be proposed by town 
meeting action? What is the cost of a charter 
commission? 

The booklet will use cartoon characters 
to illustrate how a town can get a charter 
commission. 

Selectmen agreed the intent of the booklet 
is excellent. They looked upon the booklet as 
purely an informational vehicle and said that 
“anything that goes out to the public should 
be neutral in context.” 

Discussion centered on who was funding 
the project—the town or private funds and 
one editorial suggestion for change. Sullivan 
said the Selectmen should request copies of 
minutes of the study group’s meetings since 
town meeting for review so the board might 
be more knowledgeable of progress and work 
of the group.

Missionary Wants 
To Co-Op In Africa

Missions and missionaries 
to be disappearing from 
our focus and sight in present 
times but Joanne Blerl and 
many like her are attempting 
to stop this from happening. 

Joanne, as she prefers to be 
called, now a 25-year-old 
sophomore nursing major at 
Northeastern University, left 
her home in Buffalo, N.Y., 
seven years ago to become a 
sister with the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary located 
her in Winchester. 

“The hardest decision for me 
to make was to leave my 
family to become a 
missionary/’ Joanne said. “I 
did not know if I was making 
the right decision but as soon 
as I arrived at the mission I 
knew this was where I 
belonged.” 

“Founded and rooted In 
love” as its motto states, the 
Medical Missionaries of Mary 
was established in 1937 by a lay 
missionary working in Nigeria. 
Now the mission has expanded 
to serve in Africa, Taiwan, 
Naples, London, Ireland, and 
Spain. There is a second United 
States headquarters in 
Chicago. 

The 450 sisters who make up 
the order, which has 50 doctors 


and 200 nurses, specialize in 
the care of mother and child 
but work with all the peoples of 
the world. 

Joanne recently returned to 
school from a co-op work 
semester as a secretary on the 
cardiac floor of the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston. Though Bhe 
enjoyed her work very much 
Bhe hopes to co-op with her 
mission in Africa during her 
next six-month work term from 
N.U. 

After writing to 50 missions 
Beven years ago, Joanne chose 
the Medical Missionaries 
because it was the only one 
which did not answer with a 
form letter. She said that she 
felt they cared about her 
decision. 

“I chose the life of a 
missionary because I alwayB 
wanted to nurse in un¬ 
derdeveloped countries and I 
felt that this is what God meant 
me to do. I am at this mission 
probably because they never 
pushed me into coming here. I 
can say that I am very happy 
with my decision,” Joanne 
explained, 

In the future, Joanne’s plans 
Include finishing Northeastern 
and then studying midwifery in 
London or Ireland so she can be 
n greater help to her mission 
and to the people of the world.

Middlesex Canal 


In 1818 ‘There Came Thither 
From Boston A Merry Party..! 


By Fran Ver Planck 

The following account appears In an ab¬ 
breviated form in Chapman’s "History of 
Winchester." The grove mentioned at the 
close of the second part or this article is 
believed to be in Winchester at Sandy Beach 
pennlnsula. The original article appeared in 
The Winchester Star on July 27, 1906. 

"Were the question asked, where is the 
lake? there are few of the dwellers in Woburn 
that could answer; -- yet it lies within her 
borders! It Is a beautiful name, at once highly 
suggestive and appropriate, and only 
equalled by that given it by the red man 
Innitou, 

"It is a well known fact that the beautiful 
sheet of water usually called Horn Pond was 
the resort of numerous pleasure parties in the 
earlier decades of the nineteenth century, but 
after the closing of the Middlesex Canal, its 
prestige departed also. 

"In the month of July 1818 there came 
thither from Boston a merry party for a day’s 
outing upon the old waterway and the sylvan 
retreats here afforded. It was on the 18th 
and that Friday was described as the hottest 
of the season. One of the excursionists 
especially enjoyed the occasion so much that 
she made an extended note of it in her diary, 
recording many interesting details of the 
occasion. 

"Another young lady also, in a letter to her 
sister in Havana, writes of the pleasurable 
trip, giving names of many, if not all of the 
older members of the company, and also 
relates various incidents of the day. 

"Among the company were William 
Tudor, Mrs. Quincy, Daniel Webster and wife, 
the Buckminsters and others prominent in the 
society life of Boston. Two young collegians 
from Harvard were included in the number, 
one of whom seems to have been especially 
interesting to the fair letter writer, only 
outclassed in her thought by Mr, Webster, 
then but recently settled in the practice of law 
in Boston. 

"Years have rolled away since that day 
(over four score) and the letter written so 
long ago fell into the hands of a gentlemen 
interested in historic research, as did, also 
somewhat later by chance occurnnce, the 
diary above alluded to." 

"The party assembled in Charlestown at 
the Canal Wharf by the “Mill Pond," long 
since disappeared and now covered with 
buildings and railroad freight houses on 
Rutherford Ave, After crossing the pond the 
company embarked in one of the pleasure 
boats of the Canal Company For four miles 
the canal wound around hills and marshes. 

"The boat glided through a narrow 
aqueduct. This July excursion resembled a 
modern sleigh ride, as horns were blown to 
notify the lock tender of their coining that he 
might be in readiness. 

"After passing the lock, the journey was 
through the estate of Mr. Peter Brooks fthen 
probably the wealthiest merchant in New 
England) and by the shores of truly beautiful 
lakes’. Part of the way is obliterated by the 
Mystic Valley Parkway, but their course’may 
be traced further on. 

"Then they crossed another but smaller 
stream...the Aberjona. ,in a longer aqueduct 
(Sandy Beach to Kdgewnter place, Win¬ 
chester) and came up through two locks and 
under the West Cambridge Road. (Huff- 
melBter’s Bridge on corner Church and 
Fleleher sts.) Crossing a level plain, with 
here and there a farmhouse in Ihe distance, 
their boat passed around a hill (Wildwood 
Cemetery) and through the wood beside u 
little stream with a mill < Horn Pond Brook by 
Noonan School) on the further bank, then 
through and across the stream and up ugain 
to another lock, where the Lake of the Woods 
(Horn Pond) was In sight. A fitting name too 
was it! 

"On the right, across the sloping hill, a 
little removed al first but further on so steep 
that twenty-five years before the projectors of 
the Canal called it 'the bars they could 
neither take down nor remove” as the 
elevation continued around the farther end of 
the lake, only tu be broken by the water 
course that ended there. These heights were 
probably more or less overgrown with trees 


On the left’rose the precipitous mountain with 
its narrow gorge, its summit and sides 
stretching away westward, a thick forest and 
no sign of habitation. 

“Close to the water’s edge had the Canal’s 
banks been made, and for nearly half a mile 
the boat glided along to the steady pull of the 
towering horses. At the base of the hill they 
stopped and all went ashore after a three 
hours’ voyage of varying scenes and in¬ 
cidents, but never out of sight of land. The 
young lady wrote that 'it seemed like a scene 
of enchantment’ as they gazed across the lake 
to the mountain beyond and the 'woode island’ 
towards the farther shore. 

"Soon were heard the strains of music and 
a company of musician emerged from 
amongst the trees on the island and enk. mg a 
boat were rowed across the glistening waves. 

"On reaching the shore, they headed the 
procession that formed, and the merry 
company (and there were a lot of young 
children) marched up, past the locks that 
formed a giant staircase for the canal in the 
hillside, and came to the pavillion that had 
been recently erected, for this was the 
beginning of the pleasure-seeking times on 
the Canal.., 

"The three hours' boat ride had sharpened 
appetites and they did ample justice to ‘an 
excellent dinner of cold meats, etc.’ Then the 
"gentlemen strolled by themselves" probably 
to "burn incense to their gods”, as gentlemen 
of the old school did, which custom some 
moderns would do well to follow! instead of 
the indiscriminate and often offensive 
fumigation that obtains today! 

"The children danced in the pavillion, 
while the older people looked on and enjoyed 
themselves or participated in various games. 
The Agent of the Canal Company, Captain 
John L. Sullivan, was in charge of the affair 
and did everything to make the occasion a 
pleasant one, In fact, he was the "big fellow" 
but of course, he wasn’t the 'John L.’ we 
heard so much of a few years ago. The ‘L’ of 
his name stood for Langdon. He was third son 
of Governor Sullivan w ho originated the canal 
enterprise and died while in office In 1808. 

"After a time the company reassembled 
and began to arrange for the return trip, as 
Mrs. Quincy (Quincy, Mass.) had a longer 
distance to cover on her return. The regular 
passage boat (probably the 'Governor 
Sullivan) passed through the locks while the 
picknickers were there, and salutes were 
exchanged with passengers who were making 
the all day journey from Chelmsford to 
Boston, for LOWELL WAS YET UN¬ 
THOUGHT OF. 

"Some have thought that this party was 
conveyed in one of the "passage boats" or 
packets. This is hardly probably, however, as 
the Company had but two of that type. (The 
other was coiled the General Washington.) 
The writer has found among his papers the 
audited bills for labor performed on and ‘with 
the pleasure boats’ and as a day of service 
'carrying the ladies' or the cadets or 'Capt. 
Sullivan’s party’ was followed by items: 
cleaning the boat and it is presumble that 
everything was ship shape. It certainly was 
on this acquatic occasion. A ‘long table' was 
set amidships loaded with ‘fruit, wine and ice’ 
for the regalement of the company, who had 
just room on either side to sit and make 
merry. 

The sun was still high when the ‘Lake of 
the Woods was left behind and the boat 
descended the 'Hollis lock’ (Horn Pond 
Brook), passed through the shady woods, and 
around the rocky hill where now is Wildwood 
Cemetery. It had declined but little when 
'Frenchman’s; locks were passed (Gardener 
PI. Locks) and the Aberjona River crossed, 
and manyof the party thought they had made 
too early a start. 

"So they disembarked in a beautiful grove 
(Sandy Beach pennlmiula i Southward lay the 
shining expanse of the Medford Ponds, and 
through the strait at the “Partings" the 
"village spire of Menotomy" (Arlington). 
This portion of Cambridge had been for

Letter From The Editor 

No Way Town Can Stop Communal Living; 
‘Thank You , Mr. President’? For What? 


We've had many inquiries about com¬ 
munes-young persons living together and 
sharing a house. Winchester has half a dozen 
of these "living experiments" in various 
areas of town. The inquiries have come from 
neighbors who object to noise, negative in¬ 
fluence on their children and other aspects of 
commune living. 

The town at present has no law regulating 
the number of young persons living together, 
as far as acting (own counsel Douglas Randall 
knows. But one section of the Planning 
Board’s new proposed zoning by-law for the 
town deals with the subject: 

"A ‘family’ is any group of persons related 
by blood, adoption or marriage. In (he case of 
persons occupying a dwelling unit who are not 
so related, a group of not more than four 
persons may also be construed as a 'family' 
for the purposes of this by-law.” 

The Star, incidentally, tried several 
months ago to get the members of a couple of 
these communes to agree to be interviewed 
for a story on what commune life is like. None 
of them would have any part of us. They were 
afraid any publicity would stir up their neigh¬ 
borhoods . They even objected to our use of the 
word commune. 

Atty. Randall says it will be difficult to 
enforce any law that attempts to control 
communes because of the "momentary 
liberal attitude of the courts."

"Solid waBte 
problems will continue to fester till it ex¬ 
plodes," he said. 

Another problem the local Planning Board 
is working on and one that they might be able 
to successfully deal with is the "disposal" of 
signs when a business closes and leaves its 
calling card behind. The old Converse sign 
over the Purity Supreme supermarket was a 
good example of this. 

The local Environmental Protection 
Association, some publicity from The Star 
and the cooperative effort of the Purity 
owners resulted in the sign's removal 
recently. Converse had closed seven years 
ago. The Planning Board wants to make it 
illegal for such signs to be left behind and 
may try to include something in the new by¬ 
law. 

Schaefer also called "high density 
apartments the only feasible way to reverse 
the downward trend of Winchester Center, 
especially that part of it that is more ob¬ 
viously decaying. ”

I-Told-You-So-Department. In the Feb. 22, 
1973, issue of The Star Selectman John 
Sullivan made a prediction on this year's (ax 
rate: "I make a prediction it will be a buck or 
less.” 

The same issue of The Star reports that the 
then chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Lawrence Smith, now a selectman, felt 
otherwise. "Finance’s $3 to $3.,90, still a guess 
at this point, could ‘increase slightly or 
decrease not lower than $3,’” he was quoted 
as saying. 

The new tax rate, as announced two weeks 
ago by the assessors, is $62—up $1 over 1972.

If you’re caught swimming there, by the 
way, the Water and Sewer Board will take you 
to court, Conlon says. The board has a regular 
patrol with police powers that keeps a beady 
eye on the place.

Last Thursday and Friday the Winchester 
Public Library closed early due to the heat, 
the first time this summer the library has 
done so. According to Librarian Leila-Jane 
Roberts, the library wants to "make the town 
aware the library needs better conditions." 

The conditions Mrs. Roberts is talking 
about is specifically air conditioning. The 
March town meeting turneddown new air 
conditioning for the library. 'Thursday they 
closed at 3 and Friday at 2. Mrs. Roberts said 
the temperature was 95 in one place in the 
building and "well over 90 in several other 
places." 

Downstairs in the children's room, which 
is air conditioned, it was just "fine," she said. 
Mrs. Roberts said there have been other days 
this summer the library should have qlosed 
but didn’t because activities were going on. 

But with the several days of hot weather 
last week, the heat stayed in the building. 
"Once it’s in it's Just vile," she said. "U was 
more than you could bear."

A number ol imancial publications in 
recent months have criticized Kaufman & 
Broad accounting procedures, This is the 
national company that is trying to build 
condominiums off Cambridge street. The 
May 14 issue of Barron's, for example, takes 
the company to task for saying 95 percent of K 
& B’s sales are collected in cash, for down¬ 
playing the imporlance of the sale of land left 
over from community developments and for 
violating good accounting rules In the writing 
off of good will assets of a newly acquired 
insurance company. 

The company apparently has been the 
victim of rumors that have hurt the firm’s 
stock ratings. "It seemed that we were the 
victims of the whole psychology of Watergate, 
equity funding, the bear market," an-un¬ 
named company spokesman is quoted In the 
July issue of House & Home. "There were 
people just out looking for a stock to raid.” 
The Securities & Exchange Commission is 
investigating. 

We notice that most town vehicles have the 
town seal affixed to them, as required by a 
vole of the March town meeting. Now tax¬ 
payers can keep an eye on what they've paid 
for.

Housing Boom Predicted 


This is the second of three articles 
prepared by the League of Women Voters to 
give background information which may be 
helpful in understanding the problems of 
rezoning Winchester. 

POPULATION PRESSURES ON ZONING 
The pressures on antiquated and inef¬ 
fectual zoning laws devised a half century ago 
continue as population soars, and the demand 
for housing outreaches the supply. 

The experts predict that the housing boom 
of the 1970’s will continue through the 1980‘s, 
or until the present decline in births begins to 
be felt. One source estimates 13 million new 
households between now and 1980, a bigger 
national building boom than the postwar 
1950's building burst. 

Most of this housing will be built in the 
suburbs around metropolitan areas. From 
1950 to 1969, while the population of central 
cities increased 12 percent, the population of 
suburban areas soared 91 percent. Each year 
expanding urban areas consume 420,000 acres 
of land In outward pushes. After outlying 
areas are built up at moderate densities, 
developers often return to land which was 
passed over as undesirable or too costly in the 
first wave. 

PRESSURE OF COURT DECISIONS 
Court decisions are breaking down the 
traditional home rule barriers against multi- 
family housing in many areas. In response to 
what is viewed as exclusionary residential 
zoning, Massachusetts enacted Chapter 774 in 
1969, the so-called “anti-snob zoning” law, 
which requires a 1.5 percentage of land not 
publicly held in a community to be devoted to 
low and moderate income housing despite 
prior zoning prohibiting or restricting such 
housing. 

These are a few of the pressures which 
communities and land planners face in trying 
to meet housing demands, to put more people 
on less land, to maintain environmental and 
ecological concerns, and to plan ahead for the 
future quality of life decades from now. 

REASONS FOR ZONING LAWS 
It is a far cry from the days when zoning 
was developed to protect areas from the 
“nuisance” of activities in other areas. The 
legal justification for zoning laws which 
govern the uses to which property may be put 
and limit the rights of the individual property 
owner, derive from the use of the police 
power. Police power, which is vested in the 
states and delegated to local governments, is 
based on the assumption that government has 
the right to protect the health, safety, morals 


and welfare of all the people, and when 
necessary restrict individual rights which 
may be in conflicLwith the general interest. 

Zoning was developed as a means of 
protecting the single family residential unit 
from objectionable neighbors, such as from 
business and manufacturing operations. 

Zoning ordinances regulate land use, 
control population density by setting lot sizes, 
and limit building bulk through height and 
setback requirements. They may also 
regulate off-street parking, minimum house 
size, and design standards. 

A zoning ordinance is designed as a means 
of protecting both the public welfare and 
private property values—although in practice 
one is sometimes at odds with the other. 

SUBDIVISION CONTROLS IN 
WINCHESTER 

Subdivision controls comprise all the 
regulations and laws that tell the property 
owner what he can do in dividing his property. 
Detailed plans for proposed residential 
development must be submitted by land- 
owners to the Winchester Planning Board. 
Streets, water, sewers, drainage must be 
adequately provided for before acceptance by 
the Board. All construction must be com¬ 
pleted in accordance with Town 
requirements. 

VARIANCES 

Variances are relaxations of the strict 
application of the provisions of the zoning 
ordinance applying to a specific piece of 
property. They have been described variously 
as a legal excuse for ignoring zoning or¬ 
dinances, and they give permission to use 
land in a way other than that allowed by legal 
zoning. _ 

A conditional use is an accessory use 
allowed in a zone, provided that certain 
conditions are met. These exceptions may 
grant relief from strict application of zoning 
ordinances. 

BOARD OF APPEALS 

A Board of Appeals is an appointive body 
which makes Interpretive judgments, grants 
conditional uses and variances. In Winchester 
the Appeals Board Is a three-man board, 
appointed by the Selectmen. An appeals 
board does not have the power to rezone, only 
to interpret zoning by-laws. Its decisions can 
be appealed to the Superior Court. Win¬ 
chester’s Board has original jurisdiction in 
the case of a petition for a variance under the 
by-law or a special permit under the building 
code.

eleven years the town of West Cambridge, but 
its old name had not fallen into disuse as seen 
by the above quotation. 

“With this beautiful view before them, the 
festivities at the ‘Lake of the Woods’ was 
renewed. Several amateur musicians played 
on hornsand violins which they had brought 
with them, while the mother of the young lady 
to whom we are indebted for our information 
‘sat upon a great tree stump and sang’ while 
the company sat at her feet on the sloping 
bank at the water’s edge... 

“The shadows had begun to lengthen \yhen 
they started and the sun was about setting 
when they arrived at the Medford River Lock, 
where (the lady writes) ‘there was a house we 
did not enter.’’ This was a tavern (and there 
was one at every lock) where coffee had been 
provided and served within the boat.” Capt. 
Sullivan was evidently thoughtful in making 
this provision earlier in the day, (remember 
there was no telephone in 1808) and doubtless 
borne hot coffee was appreciated by those 
watersoaked lily pickers. 

“While the boats were being ‘locked down’ 
the children danced a cotillion on the grass 
nearby; then the homeward journey was 
resumed. The distance is four miles and ere 
their distination was reached the moon had 
arisen and added* a new pleasure to those of 
the day.”

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Phase 4 

Confuses 

Merchants

The price freeze ended this week and 
Phase 4 began. Although Winchester mer¬ 
chants have felt the pinch on pre-priced 
items, quite a few have not received complete 
guidelines 

Jim O'Rourke of the Purity Sav-Mor 
hasn’t received his Information from the 
Purity Supreme main offices. "1 haven’t read 
up too much on it,” he said. “I just got back 
from vacation.” 

At Renton’s Market, acting manager Bill 
Queen, noted that it’s too early yet to see how 
much the prices will be affected. He did say 
that pre-priced items such as bread have 
already jumped two or three cents a loaf. 

Winchester Hospital, starting to feel the 
pinch on prices and a shortage of certain 
meat cuts, isn’t too worried yet, according to 
Lawrence Braverman, director of food 
services. 

“We haven't changed our menus,” he 
noted. “But it is a matter of doing some very 
sharp shopping.” 

Braverman said wholesale meat prices 
have jumped quite a bit. In July, he said, the 
price of a pullman domestic ham was $1.29 a 
pound. Now the price is up to $1.74 a pound. 

Some merchants claim they are paying 
prices higher than the limits imposed. 
Braverman said he told wholesalers “if they 
want to make a fast dollar to forget it.” 
Winchester Hospital is going to be around 
next year, he said, and he’d remember those 
who had charged the higher prices. 

Henry Sarno of the Main Street Food Shop 
said, “We can’t get the meats we want to get. 
There’s supposed to be a price freeze but 
we’re paying higher prices.” 

Sarno is trying to keep charges to the 
customer at a minimum. “When things get 
too tough,” he said, “then we’ll go up ac¬ 
cordingly.’’ 

The Star tried to contact the food services 
director of Winchester Public School but she 
was away on vacation.

Hospital-Tufts Together In 
New Surgical Residency Plan 


Winchester Hospital has instituted a new 
surgical residency program with Tufts 
University School of Medicine, through an 
affiliation with New England Medical Center 
Hospital, according to Reese E. James, 
hospital administrator. 

Under the new program, surgical 
residents who are in an approved surgical 
residency program at New England Medical 
Center Hospital, will rotate lo Winchester 
Hospital for a two-month period, with a new 
resident assigned at the end of each two 
months. Those assigned to Winchester will be 
in their first year of residency and will have 
completed an approved internship. 

Dr. Hugh F. McCarthy chief of general 
surgery at Winchester, has been named 
coordinator of the program. Dr. McCarthy 
and Dr. F. Gregory Curtin of the hospital’s 
department of general surgery, have been 
appointed to the clinical instructors faculty at 


Tufts School of Medicine. 

Doctors McCarthy and Curtin will direct 
and supervise the surgical residents and, 
subject to assignment by either doctor, the 
resident may participate with other members 
of the hospital’s department of surgery. 

Commenting on Ihe new program, James 
said, "In recent years, the medical schools, 
responding to the need for more physicians 
and surgeons, have been expanding their 
classes and have recently begun to use 
community hospitals in Ihelr area as ideal 
sources of practical training and experience 
for their students. 

“For some time now, we have looked 
forward to the opportunity to join in such 
programs because we feel that the caliber 
and quality of Winchester’s medical staff is 
such ‘that, their time permitting, they can 
make a significant contribution lo the 
training of new, young doctors."

and a VNA nurse, fhe staff includes a 
volunteer who is one of many on the VNA 
board of directors. 

Children attending the clinic may receive 
n physical examination if this is requested by 
parents. If some health problem Is discovered 
parents are advised to take their child to their 
regular physician. 

Children also may receive immunization 
against diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
measles, mumps, German measles or polio.’ 

The nurses report they make about 20 
appointments each week. However, only 
about 15 actually are kept. Mrs. Keefe ex¬ 
plains that broken appointments are usually 
due to bad weather older ailing children 
home from school or other good reasons. 

They note that mothers frequently bring 
older pre-school children to the clinic for a 
baby's visit. Sometimes children bring food 
for the ducks outside, they say. The nurses 
point to toys that are in the clinic area which 
keep children occupied while mothers 
socialize awaiting their baby’s turn. They say 
En Ka gave them $50 several years ago for 
toys for the clinic and right about now they 
note they “are ripe for new toys.” 

Babies are weighed and measured by the 
nurse and volunteer. Tile nurse makes an 
attempt to talk with each mother to deter¬ 
mine if any problems have been noted since 
the previous visit. "How does he eat?” 
Answers to such questions are referred to Dr. 
Burgoyne who conducts the examination. 

Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley Jr., chairman of 
the Board of Health and local orthodontist, 
lias great admiration for Ihe clinic staff. He 
says Dr. Burgoyne has been working at the 
clinic since coming to Winchester. "And he is 
paid less than one-half what other doctors are

paid in other communities.” He has been a 
member of the board of directors of VNA in 
the past and is the kind of man, according to 
Mrs. Keefe, who takes an extra special in¬ 
terest in the children. 

Dr. Quigley points with pride to ihe 
Winchester Visiting Nurses who he says 
"wear three hats.” They do all the public 
health nursing in Winchester, act as school 
nurses and are also a volunteer agency. 
Winchester is Ihe only town with this kind of 
triple efforl, he notes. 

Mrs. Merrow points nul the VNA works by 
contract with the town. It is a non-profit 
private organization with its own charter. 
Gloria Pearson Is its director. 

Mrs. Keefe, who sometimes acts as o 
school nurse, notes this contact as beneficial 
when working at the well-baby clinic. 
Knowing an older brother or sister can make 
it easier to talk with a parent who comes to 
the clinic the first time, she says. 

There is one part of the well-baby clinic 
which is changing. Previously, when a new 
baby was born at Winchester Hospital a 
discharge coordinator would notify the VNA 
who in turn would visit the home of the 
newborn to be of assistance to the new 
mother. Now the discharge coordinator 


contacts the mother to see if she would like 
assistance from the VNA If yes, she gets it. If 
no, she doesn t. 

Calling the Winchester program with its 
triple effort "a progressive way of doing 
things," Dr. Quigley hopes to see more social 
services in the total Winchester health 
prevention program. He feels early detection 
in both physical and mental health extremely 
important. 

Last year there were 40 (36 well-baby) 
clinic sessions with a cumulative registration 
of 171 and attendance at 355. There were 34 
physical examinations and 54 nursing con¬ 
ferences. 

Last year four tuberculin testing clinics 
were held with 67 tests administered. One was 
found to have a positive skin test and .’was 
referred for further medical evaluation. This 
past spring 400 persons were examined for 
tuberculosis. Dr. Quigley says there were 
"quite a lot more positives at this clinic” than 
one would imagine. 

He points out that anyone who handles food 
must have an annual lesl through a Board of 
Health. This can be done through chest X-ray 
or skin test. 

The next well-baby clinic will be held Sept. 

20 . 

Dr. Quigley, former member of the 
Finance Committee, says "from a dollar 
point of view,” residents are fortunate to have 
Mike Saraco, Dr. Burgoyne and the Visiting 
Nurses who are "efficiently and effectively" 
providing health services with taxpayers’ 
money.

Bikes, Vandalism

Police officers Mario Buzzotta and 
William Wright called to the scene deter¬ 
mined a screw driver was used for entry from 
the garage to the adjoining house. Grease 
marks were found on the floor. 

Also on Friday at 1:05p.m. Robert Heitzof 
Bonnell Motors reported damage to vehicles 
in the parking lot next to the Immaculate 
Conception Church. On investigation by 
Officer Kevin Mown, three vehicles found to 
have been damaged by a crowbar will need 
new trunks; three more cars were damaged 
at the centerposts between the doors, and a 
spare tire was stolen from one and later found 
behind the Tulsa Gas Station. 

The day before at 7:23 a.m. Donald Lynch, 
custodian of the Immaculate Conception 
School reported persons entering the 
building.

Middlesex County 
Awarded $215,000 
For Dist. Court 

The Middlesex County commissioners 
have received notification from the Gover¬ 
nor’s Committee on Law Enforcement and 
Administration of Criminal Justice that 
Middlesex County has been awarded a federal 
grant of $215,000 for district court ad¬ 
ministration. The amount supersedes an 
original grant of $ 160 , 000 . 

Chairman of the commissioners, LeBter 
Ralph explains that the original grant of 
$160,000 was divided among four projects: 
$67,849 for the administrative office, $35,000 
for education and training; $18,238 for a 
project to develop a comprehensive plan for 
preserving testimony in the district courts, 
and $38,913 for an administrative standards 
project. 

According to Ralph, of the $55,000 that is 
added to the grant by the governor’s com¬ 
mittee on LEAA $31,000 is allocated to the 
project of preservation of testimony and the 
remainder, approximately $24,000, is for a 
new project to improve the use of interpreters 
in the district courts in the county. Ralph 
states that a detailed workplan will be 
submitted shortly relating to the Interpreter 
project. 

Ralph expresses enthusiasm at this aspect 
of the project noting that many defendants in 
court cases are left bewildered due to 
problems in communications. "It is my hope 
that federal grants In this area will continue 
to flow into the courts resulting in swifter 
justice for all defendants," concludes the 
chairman of the county commissioners.

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Design Group Asks For 
Legal Counsel Before 
October Town Meeting 


After holding five meetings in the past 
seven weeks, Andrew D. Morrison and Mark 
Lombardi, members of the recently created 
Design and Architectural Review Committee, 
met with the Winchester board of selectmen 
seeking town counsel assistance in 
preparation to go before a special October 
town meeting for a design and architectural 
review statute, 

Morrison, articulate spokesman for the 
design group, said at the first meeting 
discussion was on “what was wrong with our 
town," what changes might be mode, and 
which of these would “fall under the umbrella 
of responsibility of our committee.” 

Next they investigated what similar 
groups in other towns had done. From this 
they learned that an Historic District Design 
and Architectural Commission is impossible 
for Winchester but that a business district is 
possible. 

Third, they contacted groups in Belmont, 
Concord, Lexington and Scituate to draw on 
their experience, reviewed the Boston Back 
Bay Design and Architectural Review 
Commission, and considered the worth and 
feasibility of recommending no action, in* 
stitution of an advisory committee, which 
would likely have no legal teeth, or 
establishing a strong Design and Architec¬ 
tural Review Committee and statute. 

Morrison spoke of members of the present 
committee as representing five neigh¬ 
borhoods, five income brackets, five 
progressions and five lifestyles. (Besides 
Morrison and Lombardi, members are Arpad 
von Lazar, Donald Brown and James 
Dwinnell) 

“We find ourselves unanimous in our 


belief that Winchester needs and will want 
this kind of statute," Morrison noted. 

Morrison and Lombardi offered Selectmen 
a rough draft of a Business District Design 
and Architectural Review Commission 
statute, which encompassed portions of the 
state statute and the Lexington Historical 
District Statute. 

Selectmen appeared to be Impressed with 
the proposal of the commission saying they 
felt their work “will enhance the zoning ar¬ 
ticle to be presented by the planning board.” 

Selectmen Vito Glarrlzzo said he felt “this 
can go concurrently" with the planning board 
proposal, but “there are areas where 
rewording is necessary to conform with the 
planning board definitions.” Morrison said at 
the present time the committee Is not 
requesting a sign law though this may be 
offered at the next annual town meeting. At 
present “we feel It would muddy the waters,” 
he said. 

Morrison said the planning board “seemed 
excited about our goals” and “we“ plan to get 
together with the Winchester Business 
Association, he said, noting that two of their 
advisors are very close to that group. 

Following discussion, Selectmen agreed 
the next step is for Morrison and his com¬ 
mitteemen to meet with Acting Town Counsel 
Douglas. Randall who can peruse the 
document and offer opinion. The Deisgn and 
Architectural Review group will return to 
Selectmen next week.

Let’s Fix Up Leonard 
Pool Area Says Park 
Commissioner Ryerson 


Conditions at Leonard Pool and other 
beaches, tennis court lighting and signs, 
availability of ball fields and parks for soccer 
use, and erosion and the death of a black swan 
at Mill Pond were chief topics of discussion at 
the last park commission meeting. 

I^eonard Tennis 

Albert MacDonnell, park commission 
chairman, read a letter from several 
residents who use Leonard Park tennis 
courts. The letter asked for resurfacing of the 
courts and backboard area. 

Discussion revolved around various 
alternative methods to grant the citizens' 
request from the, cheapest and temporary 
revamping to the most expensive and per¬ 
manent reconditioning of the tennis area, 

Chairman MacDonnell told of estimates to 
resurface. Grade A materials for the two 
courts would cost $B,920. A lesser costly 
resurface of bituminum would be $ 1600 . Qr a 
sealer for cracks could temporarily provide a 
“nice smooth surface" at a cost of $500, This 
amount, they noted, is presently in the park 
department budget. “But why blow $500?" 
aBked Commissioner William Ryerson,” 
when we know it is only temporary. 

The final decision was to do nothing but to 
acknowledge the letter for the present. 
Meanwhile, "if the interest is sustained" the 
Commission will put a special article in next 
year's town meeting for funds to do the job 
properly. 

Leonard Pool 

Ryerson made a formal presentation to the 
commission members. He prefaced .his 
remarks with a brief statement that he had 
visited the Leonard Pookarea many times in 
the past three months, and would suggest that 


fellow commission investigate themselves so 
that a special article might be planned for 
town meeting action “with the hope this area 
can be improved next year in time for the 1974 
summer season.” 

The following are the areas needing im¬ 
provement, according to Ryerson: 

The entrance to Leonard Pool crosses over 
private land. Ryerson said he understands 
$1,122.80 Is carried over from year to year for 
purchase of this land. Let’s get this resolved, 
he recommends. 

The roadway and parking area is in bad 
shape, the sidewalk Is starting to break away, 
the parking lot is too small, and the area 
needs a drainage Bystem. 

The pool itself needs a good cleaning and 
weed control before filling It in the spring. 

The bathhouse is in poor condition and 
presently there is no electricity. The toilets 
too need repairs and or replacement. 

The water supply system should be 
checked each year by experts. If new wells 
are needed, let’s get them, he adds. 

After almost every electrical storm, the 
pump goes, Ryerson notes. Maybe we need a 
new or better pump. 

Because the pool area is a hangout with 
drinking, vandalism, littering, fires, fights, 
car racing, maybe we should close off the 
roadway at beach closing times and demand 
better police patrol of the area. 

Finally, let’s upgrade the tennis courts, 
Ryerson notes. 

He also suggested improvements for 
Palmer Beach and Wedge pond calling for 
replacement of outdated toilet facilities, 
hookup with the town sewage and elimination 
of the cesspool, parking lot, paving and road

Short Term Seaman Writes Diary. Do You Know Him? 


EDITOR’S NOTE: A diary, apparently the 
property of a former employe of the Win¬ 
chester Star who is probably 05 now, was 
found in the office some lime back. It tells 
about the writer’s five months at sea as an 
“ordinary" on a fruit freighter while on a self- 
imposed leave of ubsence from school. The 
diary gives no name as to ownership, yet 
there are clues to his Identity. The following 
are excerpts from the diary written between 
Mar. 27 and Aug. 18, 1926. Do you know the 
writer’s name? 

March 27 

After waiting for over two weeks I finally 
signed on today as an ordinary seaman on the 
Maravi, a United Fruit board bound for Cuba. 

It is all very new and interesting. At three 
o'clock the boat was fumigated and we 
boarded her at five. Fritz, Jim and Hitch bid 
me good by. 

My first jobs were to haul in the gangplank 
and help lower the boom of the derricks then 
we battened down the hatches until 7:30 then 
had good coarse supper and turned in at 9, 

Queer feeling leaving Boston Harbor on a 
freighter: seeing the land and lights fade 
away. 


March 26 

We left Boston Harbor in the moonlight- 
wonderful sight. When I try to write this bunk 
rocks so that it is nearly impossible. 

Last night I slept very little for first I was 
on my head and then my feet-plus the noise of 
a steam winch overhead. 

Got up at 6, Scrubbed down all the decks: 
Some job. Then had breakfast at 8 and since it 
was Sunday an ordinary gets the whole day 
off-some loaf-and a nice day to be on the 
water. 

A couple of the crew have been sick but as 
yet I have eaten three square meals of coarse 
food. The Capt. of this ship is Capt. Nickerson 
of Winchester and a bunch of good officers. 
The crew are a good lot about my age and real 
nice chaps. One is very unusual-he can play 
the piano, guitar and harmonica, so we had u 
little music on the harmonica at supper. 

I have explored the Bhip from stem to stern 
and have read a little from Beau Geste. Must 
get up early so I guess I will turn in now at 7. 
Will get up at 6 dressed in sea boots ready to 
wash the decks. 

March 29 

Hardly slept a wink last night boat pitched 


so badly, Scrubbed decks as usual Had 
breakfast, then chipped paint till noon After 
dinner helped put new ropes in the booms and 
ran a steam winch for the first time 

Washed up and had a shave tonight and 
feel much better-am getting more into the 
swing of things. The work is quite hard but 
interesting and at night you feel as if a day’s 
work is done. 

A young boy from Billerica is the other 
ordinary with me. Our cabin is steam heated 
and very comfortable up in the forecastle 
Had a real good supper tonight and I was 
ready to eat it-have not been sea sick yet and 
hope that 1 Won't be. 

We are way out and not a thing in sight -a 
million miles from nowhere on the ocean, The 
sea has now changed to a light blue color 
where the propeller churns it up. A turning in 
earlv-hard work ahead for tomorrow Hope 
to get a trick at the wheel soon. 

April 2 

Today is Good Firday and therefore a 
holiday aboard British ships We scrubbed 
down the bout deck and filled the sandbox 


before breakfast and then sat around and 
loafed. Saw more flying fish this morning and 
also saw a shark come to the surface 

We are due into Preston about 2 today We 
are carrying a cargo of 100 bottle^ of muriatic 
acid of which they use a lot in Cuba but as yet 
don't know what for Saw the Southern Cross 
last night dead ahead of us to the south on the 
horizon. 

The only work we will do today will be 
docking and getting the booms ready. Sighted 
Cuba in the middle ol the morning and as we 
neared it it took on a definite shape. Very 
pretty with its mountains and sandy shores, 
and its sloped covered with palms and 
eocoanuts. 

We headed for a small gap in the shore and 
went through a narrow channel where we took 
on a pilot. The channel is about ‘a-mile long 
and opens up into a bay which is about 3U by 50 
miles long. It is some job to dock one of these 
boats and we worked hard in the hot sun 

After we finished work about it:30 we 
washed up and went ashore The stevadores 
started to load immediately. There is a long 
pier and then the town it is a wonderful 


model village owned by the company, We 
explored the whole place by six o’clock and 
then had a real good meal at the American 
Hotel After supper we looked around some 
more; saw the church service and bought a 
whole stalk of bananas for 75 cents. The place 
is just overstocked with all kinds of liquors. 
Came aboard about 9:30 and turned in 
April 10 

Regular duties as usual today. It is a rule 
that the boat deck shall he scrubbed every 
morning if there are passengers on board 
Some oranges were taken out of a crate and 
they are raising quite a fuss about it 

The two ordinaries go on four and four 
watch ffom now till we dock because we are 
going past Nantucket. Wc sighted three 
whales tonight 1 have started my watch and 
go on again at 12 (6-8-12-4-8-12). The air smells 
much saltier up here and it is pretty cold. 
April 11 

On watch last night from 12-4 so we slept 
till 8 and then went on again till 12 and now we 
sleep till 4. We passed Nantucket light about ti 
a in. and it is 14 hours steam to Boston-we 
are due there about B o'clock. 


We have been taking soundings of the 
ocean all morning and it is some job reeling 
that wire in-in one place it was only to 
fathoms. 

Passed Cape Cod about 4 o’clock. It was 
quite rough and very cold. We came abreast 
of Minot about 9. I could see Scituate Harbor 
light It is a very pretty sight to see all the 
lighthouses and the shore lights along the 
coast 

I was on watch from B- 12 . It is very in¬ 
teresting to take the pilot on from a big 
schooner just outside the harbor. We came in 
and anchored inside. The First Mate Ross and 
1 had a small drink just before we came in the 
harbor. 

It is now 27 degrees. 1 had to go around and 
see that all the winches were going and oil 
them I can turn in now (12) and sleep till 
about 5:30 for we dock about six it is expected. 

April 15 

9 o’clock and we are now some distance out 
to seu. Went into drydock at 9:30 and came off

R&M Flagman 
To Cout Totcn 
$100 A Day 

Work on the sewer connection in and near 
the Winchester incinerator, which will keep 
waste from emptying into the Abcrjona 
River, is underway 

The work, estimated to cost between $2,000 
and $3,000, will have an additional cost of $100 
a day for a Boston and Maine flagman, and 
$12.50 per hour for any overtime work which 
may be required over this weekend. 

Robert O’Brien, Superintendent of Streets, 
who has responsibility for the incinerator, 
says he expects the job will be completed by 
the middle or end of next week, 

A 300-foot length of cast iron pipe is needed 
to replace pipe which was rotted out due to 
chemicals and ash residue. Last winter, due 
to “very high corrosive water” going through 
a force main in the sewage system and rolling 
out the pipe, an illegal connection was made 
at the incinerator to reroute the flow, but al 
the same time sending it into the Aberjona 
River. 

A week ago Friday, the illegal connection 
was traced to Bob Cady, an Inspector with the 
Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control, 
when he visited Winchester after receiving an 
anonymous phone call that sewage was 
emptying into the Aberjona After Cady told 
O'Brien and Andy Connolly, supervisor at the 
incinerator, that the condition could not be 
tolerated, O’Brien went to the selectmen for 
money for the “emergency” situation. 

A week ago yesterday, a rainy day, Cady 
returned to Winchester to take a sample from 
the river, which he called “a had sample ” He 
notes that during rain ”is not the best time to 
show a detriment,” indicating "dry weather 
when there is a low stream” is ideal. 

Cady returned to Winchester last Friday 
and took another sample. His office reports it 
will take from 10 days lo two weeks to get a 
lab analysis.

Jnnk Picking 
At In cincrator 
Mote Prohibited

Many a Saturday morning a scavenger 
will be thwarted in his attempts to find that 
recyclable old bicycle tire or Flexible Flyer 
at the town dump, A shiny orange sign at the 
municipal incinerator on Swanton st. now 
warns “No Junk Picking.” 

Superinlendant of Streets Robert O’Brien 
reports the sign, which has been up just a 
week, was prompted when scrap companies 
engaged to remove junk complained because 
it was not worth their while since “all the 
good stuff is gone.” As O’Brien put it, “only 
the light scrap is left.” 

According lo O’Brien there are only four or 
five companies in the state who will come to 
Winchester lo remove scrap free of charge. 
The town will profit by allocating the entire 
scrap metal area lo one of these companies 
because it will insure free removal. 

There is a danger factor which should be 
acknowledged but is not what made the step 
necessary, he says the area attracts many 
children and is replete with broken glass and 
sharp or rusty objects. 

A layman may stop to wonder why these 
“hard lo come by" scrap companies instead 
arc not lined up waiting to pay the town to 
remove their booty. Even with the occasional 
antique scoffed up before they arrive, a quick 
perusal of the area reveals numerous 
washing machines, stoves, sinks, and bed- 
springs too heavy or useless for any junk 
loving townsperson lo haul away in his 
Volkswagen. 

Other types of firms pay the town for 
glass, tin, metal containers, and tires, thanks 
largely lo the efforts of nonprofit groups like 
the Winchester Environmental Protection 
Agency and Boy Scouts. 

If the real problem is not the Saturday- 
morning-used-tricycle-for-Grandma’s shop¬ 
per but local moonlighting scrap dealers with 
their Ford pick-ups, should we all take the rap 
for some Is the comment of some citizens. 

Ah. that the "cold turkey” command of 
No Junk Picking” could be reduced to'the 
ubiquitous garage sale request of “No 
dealers " And that we might return to those 
crisp, fall Saturday morning free-for-all ;s at 
Ihe dump, watching our neighbors save an old 
Singer treadle sewing machine from it's fate 
while children watch comfortably from the 
lap of an old armchair.

Engine 4 and the rescue truck, under the 
direction of Capt. David Dalton, and police 
officers Kenneth Albertelli and Frank 
Tranchita were on the scene moments later to 
discover heavy smoke rising from a manhole 
and a man laying on the ground next to it, 

Ralph Carter, 24, of West Medford 
received second and third degree burns on 40 
percent of his body and was treated at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

His co-workers John T. Goode of Hyde 
Park and Frank Mazzone of Lexington 
received slight burns about their faces and 
hands, 

According to Fire Chief I. Francis Amico, 
any injury sustained in a-fire in Winchester 
must be reported to the fire marshal In 
Lowell. This was done at 9 a,m. Friday, he 
said, and followed at 1 p.m. by a meeting 
among Lt. Joseph Dwyer of the marshal’s 
office, Joseph Connolly of the fire depart¬ 


ment, police officer Perritano and Leo Will, 
Boston Edison investigator. They also visited 
the scene of the accident. 

Ihe quartet determined Edison cableman 
i artcr was pulling a faulty underground 
cable loose when he let go of another with 
13.800 volts exploding. The Edison men were 
said to have taken a gos rending before the 
accident and found the test lo he negative.

School Fiscal 
Responsibility 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

How much longer can the Winchester 
school system be permitted to continue its 
arrogant disregard of fiscal responsibility? In 
spite of the fact that the statewide fourth 
grade reading tests demonstrate conclusively 
that extravagant funding does not assure 
better education, the schools’ share of the tax 
rate has Increased 49 percent from 1970 to 
1973 while all other town expenses have 
decreased 7 percent In the same period. 

Stated differently, 47 percent of our tax 
dollars went to the schools in 1970 while in 1973 
they are taking 60 percent. Such a trend 
cannot be permitted to continue without the 
gravest consequences to other essential 
services. Appalling widespread vandalism 
and mediocre scholastic accomplishments is 
evidence that the schools are failing to 
prepare our young folks for constructive 
adulthood and do not give an adequate return 
for value received. 

Unless school authorities exercise 
restraint in their budgetary demands, they 
will find themselves the victims of a backlash 
by outraged citizens. This will be unfortunate, 
for backlashes traditionally are too severe 
and result in injustices. Let us hope that 
voluntary corrective measures to forestall a 
citizens revolt will be initiated by the school 
administration.

Winchester has two categories in the 
proposals which are briefly summarized 
here. One is Cluster Residential Housing, 
designed to permit maximum flexibility for 
developing land for single family homes or 
town houses up to two and a half stories on 10 
to 25 acre tracts or more in certain zones. 
Twenty-five percent of the site must be 
developed or maintained as open space. No 
rezoning is involved and no Town Meeting 
action is required, but special permit and site 
reviews are required from the Board of 
Appeals. 

PLANNED RESIDENTIAL 
DISTRICT (PRD) 

The second is a Planned Residential 
District to permit maximum flexibility in 
employing techniques for developing land for 
multiple family dwelling units. Ten to 25 or 
more acres are required with maximum 
densities of 6 dwellings per acre. Again 25 
percent of the tract must be maintained as 
open space. Rezoning action is required in 
addition to special permits and site reveiews. 

ADVANTAGES 

The basic concept of planned unit 
development, clustering, or any other single 
term is an all-out attack on the greatest 
problem facing new housing development, 
which is density or the number of homes built 
on each acre of available land. The cluster of 
PRD applies defined standards to the entire 
project rather than to each Individual lot, 
allowing developers greater flexibility in site 
design and greater freedom to combine 
building types and uses than is permitted by 
traditional zoning. 

Putting more people on less land afid still 
maintaining open space is the goal. 
Spokesmen for the independent and non-profit 
Urban Land Institute point to the advantages 
of the clustering of housing units to allow a 
portion of land to remain vacant. 

Higher densities cut land and land 
development costs per unit without over¬ 
crowding, and thus account for lower prices 
and rents. 

Less land consumed for a given number of 
housing units reduces Inflationary pressures 
on land prices, The marginal developer is 
discouraged in favor of the well-financed one. 

Housing for families with a wide range of 
incomes can be provided for a more balanced 
population. A better living environment can 
be achieved, says the UL1, because natural 
advantages of the land are preserved, and 
recreational facilities are often part of the 
neighborhood. 

DISADVANTAGES* 

But there are cautionary voices too, 
pointing to drawbacks to land use controls 
offering flexibility and potential for creative 
development. 

The National Commission on Urban 
Problems (Douglas Commission) states, in 
describing today’s new kinds of land use 
regulations, ’’permitted uses are more 
specifically described, more types of zoning 
districts are offered, more subjects regulated 
and higher performance standards deman¬ 
ded. 

Increasing reliance on some form of 
discretionary review by local authorities 
gives these authorities more control over the 
direction and pace of development. But it 
places heavy burdens on the zoning ad¬ 
ministrative apparatus and powerful 
pressures on those who must make Important 
decisions often involving high financial 
stakes 


Letter From The Editor 


Firefighters Should Have Stayed In Bed 


The following “letter" circulated among 
local firefighters after they responded to a 
fire in Woburn some time ago. The "fire” in 
the letter is a composite of the experiences of 
the letter writers, we would guess. Their 
identity, needless to say, is a well guarded 
secret. It makes for light reading during these 
summer doldrums. 


“I am taking this opportunity to thank you 
for putting out the fire in my house, although 
you will note from the above address that I do 
not live in that house any longer, I can see 
now that a fire in the cellar is fairly easy to 
put out. You just fill it up with water. Too 
bad my fire wasn't in the cellar. 

“Knowing very little about fires, 1 was 
surprised that a fire starting on my ironing 
board could cause so much damage. 

"I was quite worried when the fire engines 
arrived, with all that confusion and running 
around. My husband said, "It's a good thing it 
was day time or there might have been more 
accidents.” 1 hope the man who fell off the 
fire engine when it lurched in front of the 
house is all right, He was very lucky. That 
other engine, the big one, just missed running 
him over. 

* 'They really got the hose off the engine fast 
and piled It up in the middle of the road and 
started looking for the ends. One man pulled 
out one end. put a nozzle on it and dashed into 
the house. Another man found the other end 
and put a nozzle on It and ran into the other 
side of the building. These men were shouting 
“start water.” 

“I felt so sorry for the man with the cap on 
who was left with the engine. He was wringing 
his hands and didn’t seem to know what else 
to do. So he got into the engine and drove it 
down the street out of sight, 

"I felt sorry, too, for the man with the 
white helmet who kept dropping his lantern 
and waving his arms. Lucky for him It was a 
mild day because when the water finally 
came out of the hose it went all over him. I 
was too far away to hear what he said but he 
seemed very angry and upset. 

"After a while I thought it best to get some 
of my belongings because the fire was getting 
worse. I was putting together some of my 
more valuable possessions when two men 
with tanks on their backs and masks rescued 
me. You men are so thoughtful. 

"They were in an excitable state and 
talking incoherently through the masks. One 
pointed to a door; I tried to warn them that It 
was a closet, but it was too late. They opened 
the door and dashed in. I was able to get the 
bigger fellow out without too much trouble but 
the smaller man's tank was caught In the 
wall. He certainly hit that wall hard and the 
big man was right behind him! 

“I immediately went to a window to at¬ 
tract attention. I knew there were a lot of men 
outside running around and yelling. Just then 
a man with 'Lieut.' on his helmet and another 
man with ‘Capt.’ on his helmet who were 
running around the house at top speed 
collided head-on. 

“The ‘Capt.’ was furious. The ‘Lieut.’ 
didn't get up. It’s a good thing that they had 
moved, though, because that's where the big 


metal ladder landed When It fell over. 3 

"In the excitement someone cloned the J 
door to the closet where the smaller man was " 
and it wasn’t until a Dell on his tank started 
ringing that he was thought of. You people 
certainlly think of everything. Imagine, a bell 
on you that will ring when you get caught in a 
closet. 

"They got the poor man out but he almost 
suffocated when they attempted to revive him 
with that resuscitator machine. Everyone 
was arguing how to use it. Fortunately he had 
enough strength left to keep pushing the mask 
off his face or he might have smothered then 
and there. 


"I went upstairs. It was very hot andj 
smoky up there, but when I opened the win-t 
dows it wasn’t bad. Outside some men were*- 
struggling with a ladder caught In a tree.J 
Someone had moved it, stranding a man upj 
there and now they were trying to get It back* 
because he was unable to get down. [ 

"Then I heard a lot of noise coming fromf 
the stairs - hacking, coughing and swearing.! 
The language was awful. A man wasj 
exhorting the others, "Get up there, get upf 
there." Thru the smoke I could see a mam 
lying on the top step. He shouted, "Hey Lou,j 
there’s a lady up here." It must have beent 
Lou who yelied back, "Give her the line,!, 
maybe she can get a shot at it, and watch yourf 
language, you guys.” 

Because of the difficulty I had with the£ 
hose line I would suggest that you have yourr 
bigger men hold these hoses and the smalleil 
men run around with tools. 

"If you remember, after the fire was out* 
there was a rash of accidents. A man with a* 
white hat and some stars on his coat came 
upstairs and berated the man with ‘Lieut.’ or* 
his hat for not throwing the debris out thi 
window. 

"A short time later there were shouts t( 
stop. The man with the white hat just got hit 
with a sofa. The safety driver was injured ancj 
almost drowned when he fell through a» 
hole into the cellar. A chair had been placecf 
over the hole, but the chief who got all wet tol<f 
the fellow to remove it because someon^ 
might trip over it. He told the safety officer hq 
was a dopey bastard anyway! Such language!» 

‘‘A ‘Lieut,’ was making a closet 
examination of a wall when someone struck II 
from the opposite side with a heavy tool. Th< 
‘Lieut.’ seemed, all right but his helmet wai 
wedged on his head; they couldn't get it off! 
He also appeared somewhat shorter. j 

“The man with the white helmet hat 
become pleasant even though he was stll 
quite wet. He told me how lucky I was ant 
pointed out to my neighbors and myself th( 
Importance of immediately calling the Fin 
Department in case of fire. Most big fires ari 
the result of delayed alarms. Imagine wha 
would have happened had I watted. 

"In closing I would like to say we haven 
had as much commotion and excitemen 
around here since a little boy rang a fals 
alarm and the big ladder truck volted dowi 
the hill and ran into the car with the bell on 
the front. 

"Thank you again for your efforts on m, 
behalf, and I will try not to leave the iron oi 
the ironing board again.”

The death of the black swan has touched 
the hearts of many Winchester residents who 
are asking how many eggs does the female 
black swan have in her nest and are won¬ 
dering about the bird being stuffed and 
mounted.

Release Action 

This year at Winchester High School the 
study hall release program will feature a few 
control rules to justify reason for student 
release. Until the first marking period only 
Juniors and Seniors are eligible. 

According to Tom Budrewicz, assistant 
principal, the openness of least year's study 
hall release plan gave students an op¬ 
portunity to leave study areas without reason. 
Revamped rules, with certain restrictions, 
are felt to be more flexible and place greater 
responsibility on each student. 

The high school study hall release plan is 
intended to be an educational experience. It 
provides students with a quiet time for study 
in the cafeteria, auditorium, school and town 
libraries, reading center, math laboratory, 
and for participation in film programs, 
human relations groups, student-to-student 
tutoring, open industrial arts shop, teacher 
and counselor conferences, student 
monitoring and sessions in the guidance of¬ 
fice. 

Study hall privileges will be revoked for 
the following reasons: 

Attendance - Each student is obligated to 
be present in his classes and to be on time. 
The school does not recognize tardiness other 
than to the student's first period class for 
which he presents a note from home. After a 
second unexcused absence from the same 
class, privileges will be denied for one 
marking period. 

Grades - Each marking period a student 
must secure a passing average in at least 15 
units of prepared work or its equivalent 
(determined by the Mass. Secondary School 
Principals Assn, policy). The scholastic 
eligibility of all students shall be considered 
official only on the date report cards have 
been issued to all students. 

School conduct - Misbehavior in school or 
loitering in halls or sanitaries will result in 
immediate suspension of study hall 
privileges. At the end of the marking period If 
two teachers report a student should be 
moved from the plan, the student will be 
placed in study hall for the next marking 
period. 

Sophomores will be eligible to participate 
in the program at the end of the first marking 
period provided they meet the three above

Women Take Over All Mail Field

Two women in town are playing "post 
office,” but it’s a legitimate venture. 

At least until Sept. 14, Marguerite 
‘‘Maggie” Curran, 20, of Pelham, N.H., and 
Hita McDonough, 20, of Lynn, are 
"mailpersons” as they deliver and sort mall 
and moke collections for the Post Office. Both 
are temporary employees. 

For Rita,a student at Fitchburg State, it is 
only a summer job. Maggie (as she is called 
by the other mailmen), is hoping to make the 
Post Office a career. "1 would rather do this 
than an everyday ‘girl’ job,” she says. 

Maggie used to work as a ward secretary 
at St. Joseph's Hospital in Lowell. She says 
she had it in her mind to become a mailman 
so she look the Civil Service exam in Lowell. 

*Tm hoping for a permanent position,” 
she notes, "but, there’s a long waiting list.” 

Maggie says she enjoys working with the 
men in the Winchester Post Office. "They 
help me whenever I’m in trouble.” As far as 
her being a woman in a typical man's job she 


says jokingly, "there’s only one clown who 
teases me about women’s lib.” 

She says she finds it difficult to carry the 
heavy mail saddle bags but solved the 
problem easily. "1 hold it like schoolbooks,” 
she says. Or else, she might carry bunches of 
letters at a time. 

She doesn’t dress like a mailman. She 
wears knee socks and hot pants...and since 
she sometimes doesn't carry the 
mailbag, people often wonder who she is. 

Little kids follow here down the street. 
"Are you the mailman?” She says they ask in 
disbelief. "I thought mailmen were supposed 
to be men?" 

A union representative at the Post Office 
says, ”We have no objection to lady mail 
carriers. In fact we have many throughout 
the country.” Other mail carriers say Rita 
and Maggie are "both good workers...both do 
a fine job.” 

A "typical" day for Maggie begins with a 
40*minute drive from Pelham, N.H. 
Sometimes she starts working at 7 and leaves 


at 3:30 p.m. Some days she starts at 10:30 and 
leaves at 5:30. Her work includes setting up 
routes (sorting mail by areas), bunching the 
mall according to roads, delivering the mail, 
and making collections. 

"I’m not in the Post Office too much 
during the day,” she notes. "I'm mostly out 
on the road-always having jeep trouble- then 
I call the Post Office for help.” 

Maggie says she has become "con¬ 
ditioned” into automatically doing some 
parts of her job. For instance, one day she 
was supposed to make collections from some 
of the boxes. She stopped at one spot, took out 
the collection bag and her keys, and went over 
to the box. “only when I looked up,” she says, 
“they had taken the box away.” 

But she says she enjoys being a mailman 
more than anything else. "My parents think 
it's typical of me." she notes. "They wouldn't 
put anything past me.” She says her friends 
think “it’s the neatest thing,” adding "how 
often do you have a friend that’s a mailman.” 


30 Mailboxes Not 
Really Missing 

The mystery of the missing mailboxes, 
reported by several Winchester citizens this 
week, is solved. 

According to Daniel J. Moynihan, 
superintendent of mails at the Winchester 
Post Office, 30 of the 73 boxes formerly 
situated throughout town were removed 
following a density survey which disclosed 
that such boxes were not generating enough 
use to warrant continued opportunity to 
receive mall. 

Moynihan reports the removal of the boxes 
"will expedite service” by getting mall to the 
Post Office more quickly. 

In addition, he says, beginning next 
Sunday six boxes exhibiting stars will be 
collected mid-day on Sundays. 

The six boxes will be stationed at the 
junctions of Forest and Cross sts'.; Lake and 
Main st.; Waterfield and Thompson sts. (two 
boxes); the island in front of the Post Office 
(two boxes); Bacon and Main st.; and at 113 
Church st. Personnel from the Woburn office 
will make the Sunday collections. 

The action, brought about through request 
from Boston headquarters to better postal 
services, leaves Winchester with more boxes 
than might be found in other towns the same 
size, says Moynihan.

Committee, met with the selectmen to discuss 
a, few editorial chdnges for the proposed in¬ 
formational booklet to be mailed to residents 
id September. After brief discussion, 
agreement was met and selectmen 
authorized the mailing of the booklet. 

Selectmen William Chapman asked “for 
continual updating of progress of the TGSC.” 
Crenzeback, who called the TGSC work “a 
townwide effort’’ told selectmen “we ap¬ 
preciate your input. Your comments have 
helped us get out of the forest a bit.” 

Ericson spoke of seeking at least 200 
validated signatures by Nov. 15 and plans for 
a townwide citizens drive beginning Sept. 9 
prior to the mailing of the pamphlet.

Housing Authority 
Definitely Wants

Charles T. Doucette Jr., secretary to the 
Winchester Housing Authority, recently ln- 
fored the board of selectmen that the 
Authority has a “definite interest in the 
Lincoln School site as a location for housing 
for the elderly.” 

Doucette pointed to the Palmer Street 
housing for the elderly project as “only ac¬ 
commodating a small number of those 
qualifying for this type of housing. Acquisitin 
of the Lincoln School site would help us 
considerably in providing additional housing 
units.” 

Selectman, Arthur E. Dunbar told his 
fellow board members recently that the 
Housing Authority is the only organization to 
officially indicate interest in the building. The 
selectmen agreed that “feelers” should be 
“put out" to see if any other group has an 
interest. 

Following some discussion on the 
mechanics of a building going from one town 
department’s responsibility to another and 
final acceptance by the state and town 
meeting, Selectman Lawrence Smith said 
“we need to hear about their (Housing 
Authority’s) detailed plans of use of the 
building” to which Selectman John J. 
Sullivan suggested the next step might be to 
have a “joint meeting with the Housing 
Authority.” The board members agreed. 

At present the building comes under the 
School Committee who plan to release the 
building the Selectmen the first of September. 

Selectmen are attempting to obtain cost 
figures on maintenance and supervision of the 
building for the interim period that they have 
control of the school.

Community School Use Moves Ahead, 
Committee Denounces Statewide Tests 


New Apartment Zones 


For TM Action 


The School Committee Monday named a 
supervisor to head a new program on com¬ 
munity use of school buildings, roundly 
denounced statewide tests given fourth 
graders and hiked the price of school lunches 
five cents. 

Francis Lane, English teacher at Lynch 
flunior High School, was appointed to develop 
and head a program to open school buildings 
to the community. The town meeting in 
March appropriated 15,000 for this purpose. 

School Superintendent William C. Mac? 
Donald said the program would begin no later 
than Oct, l and would continue to June 1. He 
said he doesn’t know what activities will be 
started. That depends on the number of 
residents who show up, he said, 

Lane is now trying to determine the hours 
school buildings will be available for com¬ 
munity use. The School Committee is giving 
Lane "a broad framework” in which to work. 

Lane is leaving his duties as assistant 
football coach and dropping his intramural 
sports program at Lynch to devote his free 
time to the community program. He will be 
paid $5 an hour. 

Recently released results of state ad¬ 
ministered tests to all Massachusetts fourth 
graders two years ago were blasted by 
committee members and other school ad¬ 
ministrators attending Monday’s committee 
meeting. 

Not only were the figures as reported in 
the Boston newspapers and The Winchester 
Star inaccurate, the arguments went, but the 
tests themselves in most respects were 
misleading. 

The test results, as reported, showed 


The unofficial end of summer for more 
than 5,000 Winchester youths comes Wed¬ 
nesday when public and parochial schools 
open for business. 

School Superintendent William C, Mac¬ 
donald said this week the new McCall Junior 
High School (old high school) is nearly ready 
for occupancy after extensive renovations. 
And the new Lincoln School across the street 
(old McCall) is expected to be ready to 
welcome elementary students, 

An exact figure on how many will be at¬ 
tending the public schools this fall will not be 
available until the school census is taken in 
October. But Supt. MacDonald said the figure 
at the moment is expected "to be pretty 
close" to last year’s October figure of 5,505. 

Registration at St. Mary’s School is down 
to about 190. Last year it was 230. Parish 
Council member Richard Mueller said the 
decline is due to a drop in first grade 
enrollments in the area. 

He said that the school will operate this 
year with five lay teachers, three teaching 
sisters and the principal, Sister Stephanie 
Brooks of the order Sister for Christian 
Charity, who will also tench. 

The school was threatened with closing 
around Christmas time when the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, who had staffed the school, an¬ 
nounced they would leave St. Mary’s and 23 
other Boston area schools due to decline in 
vocations. 

"We’re open. WeTe looking for increased 
enrollment. We expect to be open for a long 
time,” Mueller said. St, Mary’s is the single 
remaining parochial school io Winchester. 

In the public schools, about 1,300 can be 
expected to fill seats at the high school; 1,350 
at the two junior high schools; and 3,000 at the 
nine elemeptary schools, based on last year’s 
figures 


Winchester Noonan and Muraco School 
students scoring far below a performance 
level expected of them in achievement tests. 

"Winchester’s scores from this test in 
math and language were about what the 
expectancy scores were computed to be for 
the nation as a whole,” said Walter P, 
Gleason, assistant superintendent of schools. 
"Winchester’s reading scores were well 
ubove what was expected, based on the 
average town IQ score.’’ 

Gleason said Noonan’s score was so low 
because the state applied a an IQ-expected 
score higher than it should have (115.B). "Our 
IQ for the class tested is 100.” This was one 
factor, he said, which contributed to widely 
divergent scores from school to school in 
Wlnchester--from 11.9 (Wyman) to 17.5 
(Noonan). 

Another factor, according to Gleason; 
"The school population of Winchester Is far 
from homogeneous as can be seen by the 
spread of average IQ scores from school to 
school.” 

He added a final eorfiment: "If one were to 
make judgments on a school system we 
should look at the graduates from high school, 
not at one early point In time snapped two 
years ago. Our Winchester scores on college 
boards and advanced placement tests are 
very good.” 

For example, Winchester fourth graders 
scored lowest in language mechanics. But the 
school system at that level teaches functional 
grammar as opposed to the classic grammar 
used in the lest.

These lunches, according to Trudy Frey, 
are subsidized 14 cents under a federal-state 
program, bringing the actual cast of each 
lunch to 44 cents. The School Department also 
provides a number of free lunches for 
students under the same program and 
receives a subsidy of 54 cents for each. Last 
year 15 to 20 high school students received the 
free lunches. 

Trucking Firm 
Out This Year 

The North Reading Board of Appeal has 
approved a permit for Centre Trucking 
Service, Inc., of Hill street to relocate to that 
town and the move is expected "before the 
end of the year.” 

Ally. William J. Speers Jr. received the 
Board of Appeal confirmation In writing 
Monday. Centre Trucking owner John Cen- 
trella will not take title to the property until a 
20-day appeal period has expired. 

The appeal period is to allow those who 
object to tbe permit to file opposition. But 
Atty. Speers said there was “no organized 
opposition” at last month's hearing in North 
Reading. 

He said there was concern voiced by 
residents of Concord street—the relocation 
site—over truck traffic hut that Centrella 
accepted a restriction limiting access to his 
new site by trucks from nearby Rte. 93 except 
when making road material deliveries within 
North Reading. 

The move will climax a long-standing 
dispute between Centre Trucking and 
residents of the Hill st.-Loring ave. area who 
have been fighting for relocation of the firm. 

Neighbors have objected to noise from the 
trucks, particularly in Ihe early hours of the 
day: possible danger to children from trucks 
manipulating over the narrow streets in the 
area: vibrations from the huge trailers; and 
other aspects of the trucking operation 

Speers said Winchester will lose $ 10,000 a 
year in revenue as a result of the relocation 

The lawyer said his client is “pressing us 
to conclude the purchase 1 ' so he can move at 
Ihe earliest possible dale Speers has begun 
the necessary paper work involved in 
acquiring the properly. "I suggested he 
gamble and get the building ready." 

C’entrclla expects to begin construction ol 
a building on the North Reading land in mid-

The board is not expected to recommend 
multi-use for Winchester Center. The Win¬ 
chester Business Association recommended 
multi-use. Planning Board member Joseph 
Geary said the great amount of work that 
would be required to change the Planning 
Board’s recommendation preclude writing in 
a multi-use section. 

However, he said, it is still possible multi¬ 
use could be presented to a subsequent town 
meeting. "Myself and a couple of others (on 
the board) are not sure about it. We don’t 
want to rule it out. But at that time, it doesn’t 
fit in with the time schedule.” 

The Business Association had asked the 
Planning Board to include a mixed business- 
residential district for the center. WBA said If 
the Planning Board failed to include a multi¬

The other major proposal is for establish¬ 
ment of a business district design and ar¬ 
chitectural review commission to Impose 
certain building standards in the business 
area and on multiple housing.

Committee, after appearing before the 
selectmen last week seeking legal counsel in 
preparation for the October special town 
meeting to request the permanent establish¬ 
ment of a Design and Architectural Review 
Commission and a strong statute to promote 
the economic and general welfare of Win¬ 
chester, returned this week to give selectmen 
a progress report. 

Andrew D. Morrison, chief spokesman for 
the newly created committee which has met 
about eight times in eight weeks, said they 
contacted Acting Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall and the planning board chairman. 

Randall, who has experience with other 
communities In this area, told the committee 
their plan would be "novel in Massachu¬ 
setts,” At present there are only historic 
districts in other communities, 

Morrison said Randall "spoke admittedly 
conservatively” saying he didn’t know how 
the slate legislature would react to such a 
plan, Otto Schaefer would offer no opinion 
from the Planning Board, but personally

business area and would be able to accept 
federal, state and municipal funds in its work. 

The committee drew on state statutes and 
the Lexington Historical District statue in 
preparing its recommended by-law. The 
committee did not recommend a sign taw but 
will do so if the commission is established. 

Nor has the committee defined the 
boundaries of the business district. Chairman 
Andrew Morrisson said the committee will 
leave that open “until we meet with those 
groups who also will have an interest in the 
statute.” 

Besides the recommendation for two 
center mid-rise apartment areas, the Plan¬ 
ning Board will be recommending approval of 
its comprehensive townwide zoning by-law, 
generally the same proposal town meeting 
rejected two years ago. 

The difference this year is the Planning 
Board is not recommending scattered 
apartment areas (with the exception of the 
business district) along Main street and in 
other places. The new by'law defines what 
kind of structures should be included in 
residential and business districts and sets 
building standards. 

But apartment developers would still be 
required to seek approvul of the town 
meeting. 

Kaufman & Broad Homes, Inc., is also 


speaking was enthusiastic about the goals of 
the Design Committee. 

Morrison, who said he and members of the 
committee had received many phone calls 
from citizens after publicity of the group’s 
progress, said they need additional help from 
Randall before going to town meeting. "We 
think the opinion of the whole town should be 
tupped,” he said. 

Selectmnn Will!am Chapman, who can¬ 
didly admitted he does not agree with the 
philosophy of the group, said he too felt it 
should be decided by town meeting and "you 
should be given a slot." 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo said lie con¬ 
curred, adding he felt the committee should 
make its "document clear” and in line with 
Planning Board definitions before going to 
town meeting. "I admire the speed in which 
you have acted," Giarrizzo told the group. 
Besides Morrison, other members of the 
group were present. They include Mark 
Lombardi, Arpad von Lazar, Donald Brown 
and James Dwinriell. 

Lombardi commented on the fact that the 
town meeting should have the final say. Von 
Lazar said, “If the town accepts this plan we 
feel it will pul the spotlight on Winchester.” 
He noted the town might be taking u risk "but 
you don't know if you can take hurdles unless 
you run against them," he said 

In conclusion the design group said it 
would continue in its goals with the hope of 
going hefo’e town meeting us soon as 
possible. 

Local 1584 Hearing 

Joseph Riga, president, and Michael 
Connolly, secretary, representing Local 1564 
of the IAFF, met selectmen to talk about 
"unjust and unreasonable treatment of a 
member of the Fire Department by Chief I.

Before Riga and Connolly got into the 
problem, Selectman Chapman moved that the 
topic was not one for a public heuring but a 
matter to be resolved through the established 
grievance procedure. 

Riga said "time is of the essence" and to 
follow the grievance route would lake more 
than two weeks "We think rational men can 
discuss something that is gelling out of 
hand.” 

Chapman, noting “you can't have your 
cake and eat it loo, ” said he felt "we would be 
violating the contract the union and town 
have agreed to.” 

Giarrizzo agreed with Chapman. He said it 
wouldn't be right to sign union agreements 
and then circumvent them “Later we may 
get to a point where we won’t know when to 
honor the contract and when not to,” 

A vote of the selectmen sent the men uway 
without a public hearing on what they called 
“unjust treatment.”

The people associated in the activity and 
programs produced under the auspices of the 
above named organization arc desirous of 
enriching both the performance and the 
viewing of the children and youth of Win¬ 
chester in creative theater; and in this 
process to furnish them an experience to 
include some training in dance, acting, music 
and painting and participation in the per¬ 
forming arts. 

“The Winchester Community Theater 
(organized in 1956, which brought opera to 
Winchester for the first time as a cultural 
project), and had enrolled In some 12 
productions over 500 Winchester children 
from four to 14 years old; will also continue to 
encourage adult productions for better 
theater; and to hopefully add to the much 
needed theater equipment of the public 
schools of Winchester, as it did originally." 

On Dec. 13 of 1962 The Winchester Star 
headlined: “ Peter Pan’ Kevival Delights 
Capacity Audience, Scores Hit," in reference 
to the Children’s Theater production under 
the direction of Mrs. Samoiloff. ■ 

On Nov. 22, 1962, The Star said: 

“Enthusiastic grade schoolers have brought 
out the house for the Dec. 7 performance of 
‘Peter Pan'.,..Mrs. Miles Weaver, theater 
chairman for the Community School 
Association, announces that a second per¬ 
formance of the play will be held...." 

On Dec. 2, 1960, The Star called the 
Community Children’s Theater production of 
"Noah’s Ark" a “stunning success" and 
noted that it was produced on the high school 
stage and played to a capacity audience 
which included critics from three Boston 
newspapers.

However, 
he also indicated that once a month they 
perform this extermination process, but the 
rats are still there-happy, well-fed rats! Is 
there no alternative 9 Can’t something be 
done to eliminate these rodents without 
ridding the residents the pleasure of the duck 
pond? Can a more intensive extermination 
eliminate or at least control the rat population 
in the area? 

I, along with the other residents, would 
like to continue enjoying the pond. However, 
if the decision must be made between having 
a duck pond or preventing a terrible accident 
due to a rat bite, the outcome Is quite obvious. 

In the city slums of New York, the 
youngsters are aware of the difference be¬ 
tween a cat and a rat. In the Town of Win¬ 
chester we have children who are not used to 
anything but animals as pets, 

1 hope we never see a child make the 
mistake of trying to feed one of these rodents 
at the pond and then try to correct an un¬ 
fortunate error. 

Who sets the priorities when it comes to 
funding? If the Recreation Department can 
find time to discuss taxidermy and provide 
money for taxidermic preservation for the 
dead black swan, then I'm certain an issue of 
this magnitude should receive some higher 
condideration, 

The only time to do anything Is NOW, 
Please find a way and the means to ex¬ 
terminate these rats and keep our Town 
healthy.

Land Use And Planning 


(The "Voter" Is a Beries written by the 
League of Women Voters to inform readers of 
town voting practices and issues.) 

In the mld-l950’s the League of Women 
Voters of the United States began a study of 
the conservation of water. Since that time it 
has on national, state and local levels 
maintained a strong interest in the ecological 
environment. The following article was 
prepared on land use by the local League. 

LAND USE OF THE PAST 
Whether the issue is a western mountain, a 
southern swamp, or even u rocky ledge in 
Winchester, the problems concerning land 
and its use are major issues today. Govern¬ 
mental bodies and private concerns on 
national, regional, state and local levels are 
grappling with complex questions. 

America’s 200-year romance with land as 
an unlimited commodity Is dying. The unique 
American idea that man could own and use 
his own land has been under fire for several 
decades and increasingly so since World War 
II. 

Thomas Jefferson expressed the long 
cherished idee when he wrote that those who 
labor in the land are the chosen of the earth. 
But man the cultivator has become mun the 
developer. By the 1920’s, Und In Hoover's 
time was considered an unlimited resource, a 
commodity with the highest and best ubc 
being the top dollar that urbanization could 
buy. 

LAND NOW A 
LIMITED COMMODITY 
We now know that land is a limited com¬ 
modity that needs protection and controls. 
The four resources of water lands (marshes, 
rivers, lakes), prime farmland, forest lands, 
and steep lands are not unlimited. There are 
bills in Congress to establish a national land 
use policy to fund a grant-in-aid program to 
allow the 50 states to create their own land use 
plans. The states in this country have always 
possessed the ultimate authority to control 
land. The decision to delegate that control to 
localities was made at a time when it was felt 
there was an unlimited supply. 

LAND PLANNING 
IN MASSACHUSETTS 
Massachusetts has 8,257 square miles of 
land; 390 square miles of that is inland water 
It is 45th in size among the states, and is one of 
the most urban and densely populated. The 
battles between state controls and local 
authorities are the tip of the iceberg. Local 
land use decisions have an effect that goes lar 
beyond local boards, and effective land use 
planning is the only alternative left to 
counteract disordered urban sprawl and 
environmental disaster 

In general, land planning for nature’s 
limited endowment is being done by non- 
specialists and elected officials, although this 
is not true locally. Winchester's Planning 
Hoard makes use of national planning con¬ 
sultants, Arlington employs a three-man 
planning department; Concord and Stoncham 
recently hired full-time planners 

It can be said that land planning is con¬ 
trolled by taxation, emotion und politics with 
rare Hashes of long-range farsightedness,

Well, it looks like I've been baited into a 
debate with two letter writers who objected to 
my recent comment on an advertisement that 
appeared in The Star In February.

Richard, I have no argument with you or 
the other letter writer, Cynthia Barone, over 
the return of the POWs. One might argue and 
ask what they were doing in Vietnam in the 
first place. But I was as happy as anyone else 
to see them come home. 

Mrs, Barone, thank you for your kinjJ 
comments about me. You are a charming 
lady who deserves more profound comment 
on your thoughts than I can give you. But 
here's a try. He did pull the troops out of 
Vietnam. But how long after he originally 
said he was going to? 

He did make a successful trip to China, 
and Russia. But wouldn’t you agree they were 
politically motivated? At that time he thought 
he needed the moderate vote to win the 
election. 

I agree with some of your other points and 
thank you for reminding me that President 
Nixon has done some fine things. But, as 
another letter writer In today’s Star points 
out, his conduct in some areas hasn't been 
exemplary, of which I'm sure you and 
Richard would have to agree.

The Board of Selectmen recently com¬ 
mended Winchester police officers Lt.

Land is subdivided on the basis of maximum 
units allowed by zoning, not the quality of 
future environment. 

The cherished New England ideal of self- 
determination is being eroded by the in¬ 
creasing control of land development by local 
boards, by-laws, and planning mechanisms. 
To a limited degree Massachusetts has 
exercised power over land use since colonial 
times, but this has been largely confined to 
health and safety regulations, such as 
building codes and sanitary laws. With some 
exceptions such as the Wetlands Act, the 
Genera] Court has chosen to delegate most of 
its land use control to cities and towns with 
little or no guidance by the state. 

BUILDING BOOM 

The building boom of Massachusetts in the 
1950’s and 19fi0's, strongest in the semi-circle 
around Boston, favored single family homes 
and limited business and industrial zones. 
Locations for new housing and industrial 
developments were determined less by 
planning than by where land was cheap and 
neighborhood resistance low. But the 
pressures on municipal services, schools, 
water, roads, led to soaring taxes. The trend 
in the 1970's is already evident as zoning 
codes like Winchester's are being revised to 
allow more community protection and con¬ 
trols. and more specific usage requirements 
and categories.

Ann H. Maselunas of 361 Main st, this week 
filed a "petition for compensation of a victim 
of violent crime" at the Woburn Police 
Department. 

Caught in crossfire between Woburn police 
and bank robbers shortly after a holdup in 
Woburn three weeks ago, the 60-year-old 
woman claims to have suffered pain and 
hardship since the incident. 

She recalls driving along Cambridge st. 
and hearing noises she describes as 
"firecrackers going off," 

Unknown to her at the time, police behind 
her were chasing three holdup men in a 
yellow Mustang, Moments before they had 
robbed the Suburban National Bank at the 
Woburn Plaza of about $17,000. 

Mrs. Maselunas remembers seeing in her 
rearview mirror a yellow car suddenly pass 
hers. She says the back window of the yellow 
car had a hole in it. 

About the same time, she felt “a big .gush 
of warm blood" running down her face and 
onto her body. She pulled the car to the side of 
the road and shut off the engine, though she 
has no recollection of doing so, 

She says a policeman tried to help her out 
of the car but she didn’t want to leave. 
Finally, she went with him, but not without 
her pocketbook. The next thing she recalls 
being in the Choate Hospital where she was 
asked to sign papers she couldn’t see to give 
the staff permission to treat her. 

In the chase, a gunman’s rifle bullet en¬ 
tered the windshield of her car and shattered 
glass over her body. She was also covered 
with gun powder. Particles of the bullet were 
imbedded in her forehead and one small piece 
of metal remains on the side of her nose. 

Mrs. Maselunas reports "glass under the 
skin of her upper left arm” which today feels 
"like a potato grater” and left breast was 
also cut. She says nurses who treated her 
found glass in their fingertips just from 
touching her as they took X-rays and ad¬ 
ministered antiseptics in her wounds. 

Since the incident Mrs. Maselunas, who 
has been treated both at the Choate Hospital 
in Woburn, and Winchester Hospital, has been 
taking medication and applying hot packs to 
her face to draw out bullet fragments. 

She swallowed a lot of blood which made 


her throat raspy and was so shaken up from 
the happening that she "cried for two days." 
She has suffered "terrible headaches" and 
brushed glass from her hair for days. The day 
she talked with The Star, which was more 
than two weeks after the chase, she was 
Tinally able to wash her hair, which "fell like 
a wire brush." Even now she finds small 
diamond-like bits sparkling on the floor or her 
apartment. "The Lord was good to me," she 
says, realizing how close to death she whs 
"He gave me a reprieve." 

Police kept her car for a a short period of 
time to conduct ballistics tests. Since then 
Mrs, Maselunas, who has not yet returned to 
work at a health insurance firm has had 
repairs made to her car and is using it. The 
big question now is "Who is going to pay for 
nil of her expenses?" 

According to Mrs. Maselunas, who has 
taken her case to an attorney, the incident is 
not covered by her health and auto Insurance. 
The question appears to stem from whether

If I 
had I would have pulled over to the side of the 
road immediately." 

She adds she needs her car and can t 
replace it. "I don't want to make a profit on 
this,” she says, "all I want is expenses.

the Board of Health, wrote to selectmen 
drawing attention to "a rather alarming 
increase In rodent complaints in the Mill Pond 
area,” 

The situation, Quigley says, "is 
aggravated by an inability to eliminate the 
source of food supply created by storage of 
refuse from local business establishments 
over weekends." 

Quigley suggests the rescheduling of hours 
at the incinerator on Saturday and Monday 
might "eliminate the excess accumulation 
during this period of time.” 

He further suggests that signs be posted 
around Mill Pond to encourage people to feed 
ducks "only from the feeding station." 

In an effort to combat this problem, the 
Board of Health is asking an exterminator to 
double visits- presently being made in the Mill 
Pond area, which may mean additional funds 
will be needed. 

Speaking of the “carelessness" of some in 
strewing "extraneous material about town” 
Selectman Chapman said if the ducks are to 
remain everyone must be "willing to make 
attempts to keep them there” by taking care 
of trash. 


In other business selectmen, on the 
recommendation of Ihe Personnel Board, 
granted police officer William Gannon, who 
was injured in an automobile accident last 
May, an additional 15 days sick leave, with 
the proviso that on his return to work he will 
not have additional sick leave or vacation 
until he has worked enough days to earn 
more. 

On hearing from William F. Clark, 
assistant superintendent of schools, on the 
costs of maintaining the old Lincoln School 
and that funds were not included in the 
school budget after June of this year, 
selectmen spoke of the need for funds from 
town meeting for maintenance of the school 
after it is released from the School Committee 
in September. 

Tiie Housing Authority, the only group 
showing an interest in the property for 
housing for the elderly, will be meeting with 
selectmen Sept. 10. 

Among subjects to be deferred for more 
information is a plan to make available to 
residents flood insurance under a federal 
flood Insurance program. Also, new language 
to be written for regulations concerning taxi 
businesses, the designation of a person to 
represent • selectmen for the United Way 
campaign, traffic problems, and the town’s 
assessment lo the Middlesex County Hospital.
